AGRICULTURAL CONFERENCE SHOULD DE- 
MAND REMOVAL OF GOVERNOR HARDING 
AND HIS SUPPORTERS. 


HE President has summoned a national conference on 

agriculture. It may avert the political revolution which 
has been gathering power day by day, and which the Presi- 
dent himself, followed by Secretary of War Weeks, sought to 
stay by gestures of reprimand to the so-called Agricultural 
Bloc in Congress. There is no discipline that can destroy 
that bloc. If the men who are members of it could be drawn 
into desertion of a just cause, their own tenures of office 
would be short and others would take their places. 


A Joint Congressional Agricultural Commission has been 
intensively studying the agriculture situation for many months. 
There is reason to believe that it has prepared a report 
recommending legislation that would cut loose the strings 
with which usurers and an antiquated credit 
kept farmers closely tied. That legislation is not pleasing to 
certain great financial interests. The efforts to prevent it 
have been many, insidious and crafty. Elements in the execu- 
tive branch of the Government, including the President him- 
self, it would appear, have been wheedled and fooled into 
believing that the legislation proposed is legislation for a 
special class, that it is favoritism, and that it is an attempt 
to turn the Government over to a clique. Heaven help men 
whose intelligence is so little that legislation devised ‘to bring 
back into health the fundamental industry of the nation ap- 
pears to them as class legislation! It may be that this agri- 
cultural conference, at this time, may find itself being used as 
a monkey wrench to be thrown into the machinery and split 
the Agricultural Bloc.

We have repeatedly asserted that the financial direction 
of this Government, with deliberate intent and purpose, de- 
vised a plan and put it into effect to break the agriculture 
markets. We have never seen it competently denied. We do 
not know of an honest and intelligent man who would attempt 
to deny it. We appeal to the statements of Governor Hard- 
ing himself, and of his associates, who over and over again 
declared that the only logical deflation was the deflation 
that could be brought about by increased production—the 
very magnitude of the crops, occasioned by the lure of high 
prices, would tend to bring such prices down naturally and 
would induce natural deflation. That was the doctrine taught, 
and it was the theory on which farmers and business men 
everywhere acted. Then secretly, without ample warning, 
as ruthlessly as the angel of death moved among the Egypt- 
ians, the Government withdrew its support of the credit 
markets, began cancelling money, restricted credit, tore values 
to pieces and wiped out of existence assets of billions. It 
was known that the brunt of the burden would fall on agri- 
culture. It was so planned. 

The test of the value of the conference will be its determ- 
ination to demand that the immediately necessary thing 
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be done. It should adopt a resolution demanding that the 
President dismiss at once all members of the Federal Re- 
serve Board and of Federal Reserve banks who have been 
responsible for the immoral and criminal warfare which has 
been waged against non-member banks. The Supreme Court 
of the United States has excoriated them; the President 
should dismiss them. 

The conference, paralleling the above action, should, for 
further cause, demand the removal immediately of Governor 
Harding, and of all those associate members of the Federal 
Reserve Board who participated in the scheme for breaking 
down the business of the United States and who deliberately 
adopted a policy intended to bankrupt agriculture. 

Also, the conference should denounce the extravagant 
building operations of the New York Reserve Bank, demand 
the enactment of the rural credit bill and insist that the 
Administration not oppose that bill, directly or indirectly. 

Not content with having brought the business of the country 
into chaos, by reckless and arbitrary deflation, the Federal 
Reserve Board has waged, and is waging, war on State 
banks, many of which have been forced into bankruptcy. 
The charge is specific and the evidence is complete. Had 
any great corporation, such as the Standard Oil Company, 
dared to treat competitors as the Federal Reserve System 
has treated State banks, the officers would have been sent 
to the penitentiary long ago. The men responsible for the 
outrage are known; why are they kept in office? 

Farming is as old as humanity. It has been a profitable 
undertaking since history was written. It is an industry, 
in other words, not inherently ruinous. There must be some- 
thing artificial that has brought it, in all its branches, in all 
the States, to the verge of ruin. What is that artificial 
thing? A fallacious financial policy. A conference of farmers 
that does not so decide and demand a remedy will be a worth- 
less conference and a mere throwing of dust into the eyes. 
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GOV. HARDING INFORMS US THAT THE 
COUNTRY HAS PRACTICALLY NOTHING TO 
DO WITH THE WASTEFULNESS OF THE 
FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS. 


OVERNOR HARDING of the Federal Reserve Board, in 

an attempt to reply to the statements made by John 
Skelton Williams, taken from the official figures of the Board, 
that the cost of the New York Federal Reserve Bank build- 
ing would be $25,000,000, says: 

“Federal Reserve banks are not in the strict sense of the 
word Government banks, but are only quasi-government in- 
stitutions, in that they are under the general supervision 
of the Federal Reserve Board and have on their boards of 
directors three men representing the public who are ap- 
pointed by the Federal Reserve Board.” 

Here is the official testimony of the Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board that the Federal Reserve banks are 
not strictly Government institutions. notwithstanding the 
fact that 90 per cent of their earnings over and above the 
surplus which they are allowed to put aside, are paid to 
the Government as a franchise; and notwithstanding the fact 
that the Federal Reserve Board is appointed by the Presi- 
dent and the Federal Reserve Board controls the boards of 
directors of the individual banks; and notwithstanding the 
fact that the Federal Reserve notes are furnished to these 
banks by the Government without interest! 

It is well that the country thus has this official state- 
ment from Governor Harding that these banks are inde- 
pendent financial money-making institutions and can in effect 
do to suit themselves and that it is nobody else’s business 





what they do with their money, for on this point he said: ° 


“Thus the Merchants National Bank of Baltimore, for 


instance, if it should find that it has outgrown its building, 
and the directors and stockholders should decide to put up 
a new building at a cost of three or four million dollars, 
whose affair is it but theirs?” 

According to this statement the stockholders of the Mer- 
chants National Bank of Baltimore, or of any other national 
bank, hold exactly the same relation to the public and to 
the National Government that the Federal Reserve banks 
hold. That throws an illuminating light upon how Governor 
Harding regards the Federal Reserve banks, but the public 
holds a different view, and the public will see to it that the 
Federal Reserve banks are held under Government control 
and are not allowed to recklessly waste the people’s money 
in the amazing campaign of extravagance and deflation of 
credit, which has very nearly wrecked this country and the 
world. 

For’ once, at least, since he has been a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board, Governor Harding has said some- 
thing that, puerile and asinine as it is, is worth studying 
because it enables the public to see the spirit which dominates 
the Federal Reserve Board.

EORGE H. HARPER of Baltimore issued as his New 
Year Greeting the following:

Then he made a 
speech. He preached optimism, courage, faith. He knocked 
down the shadows of fear and poked the phantoms of 
timidity in the slats. And when he had finished, there stood 
before him a live man, a real man, a man filled with sun 
shine all aglow and ready for the fight to make business 
what it should be in 1922. 
“HAPPY NEW YEAR—GOOD DAYS ARE COMING.” 
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UNITED STATES COURT DECLARES METHODS 
OF FEDERAL RESERVE BANK ARE “EXTRA- 
ORDINARILY EXTRAVAGANT". 


N granting the application of the Brookings State Bank 

for an injunction to restrain the Federal Reserve Bank 
of San Francisco from indulging in practices injurious to 
the plaintiff’s business, the District Court of the United 
States, in Oregon, declared that the method employed by 
the Federal Reserve Bank, in attempting to make par col- 
lections, was “extraordinarily extravagant and unbusiness- 
like.’ Judge Wolverton also stated: 

“I am persuaded, however, that the action of the defendant 
(Federal Reserve) bank in adopting the methods pursued 
by it toward the plaintiff bank, and in persistently adhering 
to them, indicates most convincingly that it was for the pur- 
pose of coercing the latter bank into adopting the policy of 
the Reserve bank to remit at par.” 

The Supreme Court of the United States has already de- 
clared that the aforesaid policy of the Federal Reserve banks 
constituted “warfare” against State banks. 

We are not far wrong when we state that the Federal 
Reserve Board is going, before long, substantially to modify 
this “warfare” against State banks, not only because the 
courts are ordering it so to do but also because certain 
present members of the Board are not willing to bear on 
their souls and consciences the burden of such ruthless im- 
morality. 

There are three policies for which Governor Harding and 
his supporters have notoriously stood: 

1. Drastic deflation and usurious rediscount rates. 
This policy has virtually been repudiated, after pres- 
sure from the White House, and the rediscount rate 
has been reduced at frequent intervals since Presi- 


dent Harding assumed office. Also, the War Finance 
Board has been again made active. 


2. Warfare against State banks; the use of coercion, 

libel, slander. and gunmen to compel such banks 
to obey the orders of the Federal Reserve Banks, in 
the matter of par collections. 
The Supreme Court of the United States has de- 
nounced this policy; a Federal injunction has issued 
against it in Oregon; various State legislations have 
enacted special laws to prevent it; directors of in- 
dividual Federal Reserve Banks have resigned rather 
than be responsible for such immorality, and mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve Board are now in re- 
volt against it. It is a policy that is in process of 
repudiation. 


3. Erection of costly buildings and extravagant waste 
of funds, 
Governor Harding has been compelled to issue an 
order postponing proposed building projects pending 
consideration in Congress of a bill to curb the ex- 
travagance of the System. He has done nothing, 
however, to prevent the construction of the banking 
palace proposed for New York, on the ground that 
contracts have already been let. 

The country is thus confronted with this amazing spectacle: 
A man is retained as Governor of the Federal Reserve Board 
whose three major policies have been completely repudiated 
within the last twelve months. Is he loved for the failures 
he has made? Has he achieved greatness by virtue of his 
colossal blunders? Error may have put him into office, but 
only stupidity can keep him there. The world stands still 
while he barricades the highways. There is no confidence 
anywhere while he is still held in power.

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WHO MISLED THE PRESIDENT? 

_We are all well aware of the severe agricultural depres- 
sion which exists throughout the land and the extraordinary 
conditions which brought about the present situation. No 
one will pretend that the present conditions could have been 
avoided.—President Harding. 

We not only “pretend” that they could have been avoided, 
but we have printed in this newspaper repeatedly the 
testimony of the world’s greatest economists and financiers 
to the effect that it was not even a question of avoidance ; 
that the depression was arbitrarily, deliberately and cer- 
tainly brought about by the adoption of financial policies 
that could have had no other result. 

It is useless to tell people that an unavoidable aftermath 
of war was the destruction of agriculture. Never had the 
world been in such urgent need of food and farm products. 
Never had there been such a demand for goods. Never had 
industry been so prosperous as in the year after the war. 
The incentive of high prices also was beginning to bring 
about a natural deflation by augmenting production every- 
where. “There is too much prosperity, too much business,” 
became the slogan of the Federal Reserve Board. It, there- 
fore, undertook to wreck both, and it did. 

It is rather amusing for President Harding to say that 
these terrible conditions could not have been ayoided. when 
he himself last summer caused to be issued from the White 
House a statement to the effect that his Administration had 
brought about a revision of Federal Reserve policy, thereby 
easing money, and that prompt alleviation was expected 
from this remedial action. That remedial action in a few 
short weeks brought Liberty bonds back almost to par. It 
would put agriculture back to par when the new policy is 
sincerely made operative in the great farming districts.

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NEGRO MIGRATION. 


| iy its report on negro migration, the Census Bureau states 
that on January 1, 1920, the total number of negroes born 
in and living in the United States proper was 10,381,308, 
including 38,575, negroes for whom the state of birth was 





not ascertained. 

The total number of negroes reported on January 1, 1920, 
as born in the sixteen Southern states was 9,716,659. Of 
these 7,832,625 or about 80 per cent were living in their 
native states in 1920, and about 1,100,000 were living in 
other states and about 775,000 Southern born negroes were 
living in the North and West. Probably 50,000 negroes born 
in the North and West were living in the South on January 1, 
1920, which would leave a net difference in this migration 
in favor of the North and West of about 725,000. It is 
estimated that the total negro population of the 16 Souther: 
States is approximately 9,000,000. 

While the migration of the negroes from the South to the 
North and West markedly increased during the war period, 
it is practically impossible to give exact figures, and no doubt 
since the last census there has been some movement of the 
negroes back to the South. 
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PROSPERITY AHEAD, DESPITE ALL INTER- 
NATIONAL DANGERS. 


FRIEND of world vision, who studies deeply all the 
problems of the nations, in the course of a personal 
letter to the editor of the MANuFAcTURERS ReEcorpD writes: 

“You and I with our deep sense of the worth of the 
principles to which this country was dedicated in the 
days of our Fathers, who fought for it and who labored to 
direct its development in law and custom, naturally look 
to the horizon, with its black and reddened clouds of Eurc- 
pean and Far Eastern uncertainties, at the beginning of a 
New Year. I know that you do, and that you are apprehen- 
sive. I too am apprehensive. The foreign spirit in us, 
absorbed from the invading immigrant, has welcomed, and 
continues to welcome, our involvement in the affairs of 
troubled Europe. We forget the need of developing a strong 
type, national in all that concerns a healthy nationality, 
American and devoted to America and her growth in political 
and industrial and moral purpose, to save not only the best 
that lies in the white race but through example to save the 
world from error. We are running after strange gods, and 
bargaining with the heathen, and exalting the heathen, and 
at the same time punishing the men who have been the stand- 
ard-bearers of progress in the Christian world, and denying 
the birthright of Christian peoples. 

“We have just witnessed the culmination of our moral 
disgrace in suborning the weaker men in the Colombian 
Senate to accept our hush-money for the inconceivable wrong 
we did Colombia, although there were men in that Senate 
who protested to the last that it was soiled money, unfit for 
patriots to accept or touch. We have witnessed our great 
nation stooping so low as to try to absolve its conscious guilt 
by offering to pay money for our wrong to a friendly nation 
with whom we had a solemn. treaty to defend its territorial 
integrity, which treaty we tore up as a scrap of paper, setting 
an example of perfidy for Germany. 

“As a people we seem to have lost our moral sense, and 
we enter the New Year with a dangerous affliction, that gives 
us reason to wonder whither we are heading. It will be a 
peculiarly dangerous year because, such are the financial 
conditions and the stocks of vitally necessary imperishable 
supplies of raw material, that 1922 will perforce witness a 
great iricrease in business and a much wider prosperity. 
Regardless of any treaties or diplomatic engagements, this 
expansion of business will come, and would have come with- 
out any Washington Conference. 

“Man must live, and man will live as nearly as possible on 
the plane to which he has been accustomed. Therefore, he 
must and will demand the things that enter into the main- 
tenance of that standard of living. He will demand and get 
those things through industry and barter, quite regardless 
of rates of exchange and the financial finesse that the finan- 
cial leaders stress so loudly. They know very little about man- 
kind. They said the European war would be a matter of 30 
to 60 days, because the bankers would not finance it, and when 
the bankers said ‘STOP!’ the politicians and the peoples 
would stop; which is a fair measure of their lack of under- 
standing! Men will go to war when they want to, regardless 
of treaties and bankers, because the productivity of a people 
is all that is needed to sustain the warriors who are sent out 
to obey the national urge. Men will get what they need, if 
it exist, through the exercise of that same urge to produc- 
tion in order to maintain the standards to which they have 
been accustomed, and they will secure it regardless of the 
financiers and the priests of Adam Smith. 

“It is precisely when prosperity smiles that we will find 
that our people, who have not been taught to think, and who 
follow their inclinations and passions instead of their reas- 
oned judgment, will fall most easily under the influence of 


foreign nations who are endeavoring to undermine us. We 
must study the doctrines and principles of the men who built 
this nation, the men who lived and struggled for our advance- 
ment and for the perfection of our institutions from the 
days of the signers of the Declaration of Independence down 
to Abraham Lincoln, in order to find the inspirations that will 
guide us safely through the perils of the waning power of 
Europe and the stir of fresh vitality in the Mongolian and in 
the followers of Mohammed. 

“I. am at your service at all times, and above all to help 
in the re-Americanization of the inheritors of the institutions 
of the good old American people. * Those were a God-fearing 
people; according to their lights they were a God-serving 
people, not given to the idolatry of Gain, nor to the dissipa- 
tion of their bodies and minds in pleasure; and they be- 
lieved in honor in all their dealings.” 





A SOUTHERN LINE ASKS FOR “CONSTRUCTIVE 
CRITICISM.” 

MONG transportation lines in the South the Central of 

Georgia Railway stands out conspicuous for its en- 
deavors to establish a better understanding between its organi 
zation and the public. President William A. Winburn has, by 
means of advertisements, asked the public for constructive 
criticism concerning his. road, so that any causes for dis- 
satisfaction existing may be revealed and removed if pos- 
sible, the idea being to do away with any difficulty before 
-the public has been aroused to complain about it. In his 
publications he takes the people into his confidence by openly 
considering and discussing the problems of the railroads, 
and already he has developed a spirit of public co-opera- 
tion with an absence of antagonism that is very gratifying. 

The wisdom of this course upon the part of a leading 
railroad is apparent to any one, and it is bound to react 
favorably not only upon its officers and employes but to 
the advantage of other railroad organizations, which can- 
not fail to be influenced by the spirit of friendly relation- 
ship that will be created between the line and its patrons. 
The plan while partly new is not altogether so, for the 
Illinois Central Railroad Co., which controls the Central :f 
Georgia Railway, started it some time ago, President C. H. 
Markham surprising the traveling and shipping public along 
the lines of the system by requesting them to point out 
things to which they objected and to suggest remedies. The 
results were gratifying then, as they are now in the case 
of the Central of Georgia road. 

It will be observed that “constructive criticism” is re- 
quested. It is well that it is so. There is too much of 
the “knocking” style of criticism, which creates hostility 
and anger but does not, as the saying goes, “get anywhere.” 
If any one finds cause for complaint about a railroad it is 
almost certain that thinking of the complaint will suggest 
a remedy, and the idea of that remedy is what the rail- 
road men want. An outside point of view is often exceed- 
ingly helpful in the case of any enterprise, and in none more 
so than railroads, which are constantly in business relation- 
ships with large numbers of people. In sundry private 
enterprises the idea that “the customer is always right” was 
developed years ago, and to the lasting profit of these several 
large enterprises, which left nothing undone to make their 
customers contented and satisfied, even submitting to in- 
justices rather than permit ill will to grow. Although a 
public service corporation like a railroad should not be ex- 
pected to deal more liberally with one patron than another, 
it ought to treat all courteously, considerately and with full 
concern for their welfare and the character of the service 
rendered. 

President Winburn has taken a forward step in his rela- 
tionship with the public and it is to be hoped that the full 
fruition of his anticipations will be realized. 
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A DREAM OF MOTOR TRUCKS AND IMPROVED 
HIGHWAYS MORE THAN REALIZED. 


T the time when there was not a motor truck in the 

United States and when an automobile on the streets 
of New York was so rare that people stopped to stare at 
every one that might pass, an engineer who had had much 
to do with the development of the Diesel engine and the 
utilization or creation of internal combustion engines, sat 
down one day and painted for the Editor of the Manurac- 
TURERS ReEcorD a picture of the future of this country which 
would come about by reason of the internal combustion 
engine. 

He pointed to the time when every farm would own an 
automobile and the little internal combustion engine of the 
automobile would be turned to the cutting of wood, the chop- 
ping of feedstuffs, the pumping of water, and the running 
of an electric plant to light the farmers’ homes. He told of 
the times when horses would be almost banished from the 
streets of the cities, and when every fire engine would be run 
by the internal combustion engine, and people would wonder 
at the archaic method of using horses for fire engines when 
every moment, and especially the first four or five minutes 


_ at the beginning of a fire counts for so much. 


Turning from the advantages of the automobile for the 
farm, for the fire engine, and for pleasure purposes, he said 
the day had passed when it would be profitable ever again to 
build short lines of railroad. The short road, said he, is 
doomed, and never again will people find it wise to build 
short lines with which to feed the main lines. Main line 
railroads, said he, will continue to do their work, but im- 
proved highways with strings of motor trucks on them will 
penetrate to all of the out of the way places and gather to- 
gether the freight for the main line of the big railroad sys- 
tems ef the country. This, said he, will mean a complete 
reconstruction of all the highways of the United States. Not 
only will we have to build permanent roads for automobile 
traffic, but the time is coming when we will have to build an 
entirely new system of roads designed expressly for and main- 
tained wholly for motor truck traffic. You will see motor 
trucks in the years to come drawing long strings of trailers. 
You will find the existing highways, even when improved, 
will not be equal to the task of caring for the motor truck 
traffic which will be thrown upon them, and highways de- 
signed exclusively for motor truck traffic will be built. 

Almost with the vision of a seer he looked forward to 
the coming of the day, the dawn of which we have seen, the 
noonday splendor of which is yet ahead of us. He saw the 
automobile and the motor truck as among the greatest fac- 
tors ever created for the advancement of civilization, for the 
development of prosperity, for the handling of traffic grown 
beyond the facilities of railroads, for the comfort and con- 
venience of life on the farm; and even then he ventured the 
assertion that the time would come when boats would be 
constructed which could be driven by the internal combustion 
engine on the water, and lift themselves into the air, and 
either fly through the air or glide on the water. 

When that marvelous picture had been painted and the 
engineer had sat in a dreamy spirit for an hour or two, point- 
ing to the coming of these things, he was begged to dictate his 
entire story to a stenographer. “No,” said he, “I could not 
do it again. These are the thoughts that have been filling 
my brain, and as I sat here talking with you I gave utterance 
to what I have been thinking; but I could not tell the same 
story to a stenographer.” 

As the writer sat for more than an hour marveling at this 
forecast of the future, which seemed to be as wild and 
visionary as the human mind had ever conceived, the thought 
came that surely these things will never come to pass. But 
they have come to pass, in part and all seem rapidly com- 


ing. That engineer had a vision beyond even what most of 
us have today. He saw better even than we are seeing now, 
though most of the things which he predicted have already 
materialized. 

The man who made this wonderful forecast was Jos. H. 
Hoadley.of New York, whom the writer had then but re- 
cently met. 





A DIRT FARMER ON FEDERAL RESERVE 
BOARD WILL NOT MEET THE SITUATION. 


HE proposition to put on the Federal Reserve Board 
a genuine farmer, expressed in the words a “dirt 
farmer,” will not in the slightest degree meet the needs of 
the situation. A dirt farmer or any other farmer might 
come under the domination of the controlling influence of 
the Board just as easily as many other men: have. Inthe 
reorganization of the Board .the number of members should 
be not less than twelve, and there should be .representatives 
of the farm interests, the railroad interests, the manufactur- 
ing and mercantile interests, with bankers in the minority. 
There are a great many dirt farmers, for instance, who 
being large land owners are entirely. willing to see the tenant 
farmers held in subjection. A member might be a dirt farmer 
but not represent the real agricultural welfare of the country. 
Moreover, in addition to representatives from the lines 
indicated, the essential thing should be open sessions, for 
the discussion of every question that’ cumes before the 
Federal Reserve Board and an open, recorded vote on every 
proposition for the increase or decrease of rates, for deflation 
or inflation, for the control of branch banks, and on all 
such questions of morals as that which bears on the persecu- 
tion and effort to break down and destroy non-member banks. 
It would be an illuminating thing to have before the 
country the names of the members of the Board and the 
names of the directors of the Federal Reserve banks who 
have voted to carry on the greatest piece of immorality of 
which this government has ever been guilty, in definitely 
seeking to destroy the property of others by seeking to 
wreck and ruin banks which did not yield to their domination. 
The fight in Congress should be for open sessions, with 
open records of the minutes of every meeting, for only in 
this way will it be possible to keep the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal Reserve banks from being the 
autocratic, dominating, damning power which they have been 
during the last two years. ; 





HOW TO PAY NATIONAL DEBTS BY CREATING 
PROSPERITY. 

FTER the Civil War this country entered upon a period 

of tremendous expansion of railroads and industries, and 
in doing this increased its wealth so rapidly as to be able to 
pay off its debt far in advance of what would have been 
possible under any niggardly system of withholding money 
from wise expenditures of that kind. We can today better 
afford to create wealth by large construction undertakings 
than we can afford to skin down to the narrowest possible 
point in order to save. There is a withholding that leads 
to poverty; there is a wise expenditure that leads to pros- 
perity. The building of the Nicaraguan canal, the develop- 
ment of Muscle Shoals, making the Tennessee River avail- 
able for transportation; the improvement of the St. Lawrence 
as proposed, giving the West a direct water route to the 
ocean: would all, we believe, come under the head of wise 
expenditures, viewed from every possible angle. 
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GREATEST YEAR IN ROAD. BUILDING 





The Improved Highway and Its Relation to Business, Education 
and Moral Advancement. 


HEN the internal combustion engine, greater in its 

influence, perhaps, than the building of the first loco- 
motive, was invented the world entered upon a new epoch. 
This invention marked the end of dependence upon steam 
and the opeing of a new era where power could be gener- 
ated on the farm, on the sea, and in the air, changing the 
thoughts of mankind, for then we realized that man had 
conquered the air itself and the engine had conquered the 
loneliness of farm life, 

Railroad people were apparently the last to see the mean- 
ing of this change. Most of them still expect to continue 
to dominate transportation just as they have done since the 
day of the first locomotive. They overlooked the fact that 
the railroad had almost wholly supplanted and driven out 
of operation the old stage coach. In a sense, the internal 
combustion engine marks an advance over the locomotive 
as great as was the advance of thé locomotive over the 
stage coach. 

We have not done away entirely with the stage coach, 
or rather with the hauling of things by animal power, but 
we have done away with dependence on the stage coach 
and on animal power in transportation work. Man’s power 
to achieve, which had been harnessed to the steam engine, 
has now been unchained and given a freedom of action 
which even today the railroad people do not realize, or if they 
realize, they do not admit. 

In the beginning of the good roads development, following 
the coming of the automobile and the motor truck, many 
railroad men antagonized highway improvement except as 
a means of employing otherwise idle men in times of dull- 
ness. They failed to give encouragement to highway con- 
struction work, apparently thinking that the highway 
would be a rival instead of a co-worker—a co-worker be- 
cause everything which develops the prosperity of all the 
people can be made to enhance the volume of traffic on the 
railroads and their prosperity. Some railroad people were 
broad enough to see that this new power was a power for 
good, and the more that it was encouraged and the more 
highway building was advanced the greater would be their 
opportunity. 

The railroads will not be supplanted by the motor truck 
or the automobile, except where the latter can be used to 
better advantage. The railroad has its field and can forever 
maintain that position, but railroad people should recognize, 
as some of them do not, that highway improvement by 
every state will add so enormously to the prosperity of the 
people that they will reap a larger share of the profit created. 

The old bottomless mud road means decay wherever it 
still remains, decay of the country school and of the country 
church, and decay of the moral and intellectual fiber of the 
people still doomed to depend upon it for social or business 
intercourse. 

The old mud road is an enslaver of mankind. It gradu- 
ally breaks down the moral fiber of the people. It kills 
social intercourse. It forces the active, aggressive people 
away from its vicinity into a section where good roads 
prevail or into the towns and cities. It is a driving power 
to death, and to the progress and prosperity of those 
who still abide along its muddy course. 

On the other hand, the improved highway lifts people out 
of muddy roads, and muddy thoughts, and muddy actions, 


and muddy lives. It lifts the school house into higher use- 
fulness. It lifts the country church into larger activity. 
It broadens the thinking of the farmer and of others who live 
along that better road, which opens up communication between 
the town and the country, between the farmers’ families, 
between the country people and the churches and the schools. 

The old mud road is a road that leads down to perdition. 
The improved highway leads upward to a better land, to 
better homes, to better and broader civilization. 

The automobile and the motor truck have made the im 
proved highway necessary. They are the outcome of the 
invention of the internal combustion engine, the little engine 
which has conquered the air, conquered the water, and is 
even conquering the adverse conditions under which the 
farmers have lived and labored. 

The improved highway and the internal combustion engine 
are twins. They cannot be separated. Side by side they 
grow, side by side they prosper, and the advancement of 
one means the advancement of the other, and the advance- 
ment of both means the advancement of the whole country. 

All of the work that has been done in the last fifteen years 
in building good highways is in one sense experimental, for 
it is like the work of building railroads in the early days 
with light iron rails weighing twenty-five or thirty pounds, 
as compared with the roads of today with their hundred 
pound rails and their giant engines snorting with the joy of 
power as they rush their great loads of passengers or freight 
through the country. As we double tracked and rebuilt our 
railroads, as we straightened our curves, cut down grades. 
increased the weight of engines and the capacity of cars, 
so the highway building of the country must go on from one 
stage to another, until the time will come when all of our 
highways, even those today considered best, will in most 
eases have to be rebuilt or widened or strengthened in one 


way or another to meet the growth of traffic which will ' 


inevitably be thrown upon them. 

This traffic will increase with amazing rapidity. The motor 
truck business will open up many new sections. It will 
enable freight of many kinds to be handled short distances 
to a greater advantage than by railroads, and in some cases 
long distance hauls will be profitable. It will concentrate 
freight at central points for longer transportation by rail. 
It will so increase the volume of traffic of the country that 
the business of railroads will expand more rapidly within 
the next ten years than they can expand their facilities for 
handling it. 

The men who are working for the building of highways 
are working for advancement, for the advancement of educa- 
tion, the uplifting of life in the country, the advancement of 
religion in the country districts, and to deepen and broadeu 
the foundation of equal opportunity for all. Highway build- 
ing, therefore, is a high mission, and the builder of the higk- 
way becomes in one sense a missionary of good, carryinz 
forward the gospel of human betterment. 

Build highways, therefore, and build them wherever there 
is sufficient population to justify their construction, for every 
such highway yields an annual profit to the country or state 
which has constructed it many times greater than the cost of 
carrying the investment. Indeed, highway building probably 
in many cases repays annually to a community or state the 
entire cost, through its influence on life and on business alike.

1922 to Be Nation’s Greatest Year in Road Building. 


MORE THAN $1,125,000,000 AVAILABLE FOR {MPROVED ROADS AND CITY STREETS—HIGH- 
WAY CONSTRUCTION NOW ONE OF COUNTRY’S GREATEST INDUSTRIES.

In view of the fact that the country is slowly but surely 
returning to a normal condition in a business way and the 
Federal Congress has enacted another Federal Aid highway 
law, and the several states by appropriations, bond issues and 
special levies have made available enormous sums for highway 
construction, the year 1922 will see the greatest era of road- 
building in the history of the world. More than one and one- 
quarter billions of dollars are now available for improved 
roads and city streets. 

No more important feature of reconstruction is to be found 
than that of building improved highways and developing the 
nation’s transportation systém. Largely because of the great 
service which the highways of the nations that participated 
in the war were called upon to render because of the sudden 
expansion of transportation facilities, this country has come 
to appreciate, as never before, the great value of improved 
highways as arteries of trade and bearers of traffic. To the 
building of thoroughly modern highways, therefore, this nation 
can rededicate its activities and carry on those great principles 
of democracy and concentrated endeavor for which Americans 
are renowned. 

Interest in highway construction is no longer confined to 
the city motorist and the touring enthusiast. The farmers 
of the country have rallied to the good roads movement, and 
the desire for better roads is now practically universal. 
It is not so much a question now of getting the money for 
highway improvement, as it is a question of expending with 
proper economy and forethought the enormous sums already 
available. 

Carefully compiled statistics based upon reports received 
during August, September, October and November 1921 from 
states, counties, townships and municipalities, show that the 
industrial depression that has existed during the past year 
has affected the road building program but slightly. With 
more than one and one-quarter billion dollars available from 
all sources,—and with the new Federal Aid law which pro- 
vides $75,000,000 in new government funds for Federal Aid 
to the states during 1922,—the country has never experienced 
such a road building boom as this spring promises to in- 
augurate. 

The reports above referred to show that during the four 
months cited new street and road projects were announced as 
contemplated, but not yet voted, to a grand total of $242,994,- 
623, of which $211,180,700 will be expended for roads and 
$31,813,923 for streets. In addition, American tax payers 
during August, September, October and November, 1921, 
actually voted $238,690,136 for new streets and roads, and the 
public officials sold $140,656,808 worth of road and street 
improvement bonds. For street improvement the sum was 
$63,121,855. For roads the sum voted was $201,359,962, and 
the bonds sold amounted to $114,865,127. The reports showed 
many new highway projects contemplated, *or actually under 
way in every state of the union. 

With these vast sums available this year, over and above 
amounts previously authorized, it can readily be seen that the 
American people are in dead earnest about this matter of 
good roads, and are taking to heart the fact that 85 per cent 
of our highways are yet to be surfaced and made practicable 
for modern motor traffic. ‘ 

Most gratifying progress is being made in the South. 


Recent provisions by the legislatures of North Carolina, Mis- 
souri and other Southern states for bond issues to provide 
funds for large programs of highway construction, have ad- 
vanced the states in the South in the matter of good roads. 
Florida, Alabama, Georgia, Texas, Louisiana and South 
Carolina promise to develop big programs within the next 
year or two. North Carolina is providing a bond issue of 
$50,000,000. Missouri has authorized one amounting io 
$60,000,000. South Carolina is contemplating a $50,000,000 
program. New Mexico, Tennessee and Kentucky are gradu- 
ally taking up the good work. 

There are now 1702 organized agencies actively and directly 
pleading the cause of good roads in this country. The agi- 
tation, in which the American Road Builders’ Association has 
pioneered from its inception, has brought about the con- 
struction of 310,000 miles of surfaced highways, raising the 
highway mileage of the United States to 2,478,552. 

The automotive industry, fourth largest in the country, 
with 368 manufacturing plants capitalized at $1,204,378,642 
and employing 325,000 workmen; having an annual output of 
2,205,197 passenger cars and trucks valued at $3,594,814,620, 
and supplemented, as it is, by 1,900 firms producing auto parts 
valued at $300,000,000 a year, together with 1,000 firms manu- 
facturing annually 35,000,000 tires valued at $1,000,000,000, 
is absolutely dependent upon the condition of our highways 
for its stability and upvc. increased road mileage for greater 
expansion. In addition, 33,000 distributors of automobiles 
are involved as well as 45,800 dealers in automobile accessories 
and 35,000 dealers in tires. Our roads are now traversed by 
9,211,295 licensed automobiles and trucks. These motor- 
vehicles consumed 3,200,000,000 gallons of gasoline last year. 

Very few people realize that highway construction has 
become one of the country’s greatest industries, ranking well 
up with construction in general and manufacturing in parti- 
cular. There are identified with it 80,000 Federal, State, 
county, township and city highway officials; 7,000 road con- 
tractors; 2,000 bridge contractors; 1,196 manufacturers and 
dealers in road building machinery, materials and appliances ; 
15,000 civil and highway engineers; 10,069 automotive and 
chemical engineers, and 842 national, state and local highway 
associations and engineers’ and contractors’ organizations— 
not to speak of the many publications devoted to good roads. 
In addition to these there are many firms manufacturing 
trucks, tractors and other vehicles dependent upon good roads 
and having an invested capital equal to nearly one-third the 
capital of the country’s railroads. The 7,000 road contractors 
have a total capital invested of $65,000,000. 

There are 7,755 banks, trust companies and bond houses 
dealing in street and highway bonds to the amount of 
$500,000,000 last year, with total capital amounting to $1,118,- 
603,000 and net earnings of $240,000,000 a year. There are 
206 firms manufacturing Portland cement for road building, 
with an annual output of 125,000,000 barrels valued at 
$375,000,000 and total capital amounting to $366,914,110. 
There are 127 firms manufacturing paving bricks valued an- 
nually at $7,145,000 and capital invested totaling $17,620,000. 
The wooden paving block manufacturers number 46 and their 
output of 59,000,000 blocks is valued at $4,000,000. Their 
invested capital totals $4,500,000. There are 23 manufac- 
turers of granite block with capital invested of $5,996,000 
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and an annual output of 26,000,000 blocks valued at $1,547,000. 
The dealers in crushed stone number 300 with an annual 
output of 9,700,000 tons annually for road purposes valued 
at $9,500,000. About $27,900,000 in capital is invested in this 
branch of the industry. 

‘Three hundred and forty firms producing annually 23,000,- 
000 tons of sand and gravel of a total value of $13,000,000 and 
having a grand total of $9,130,000 invested capital, are also 
involved in road building. In addition, there are 185 firms 
manufacturing miscellaneous road materials and specialties 
with an output valued at $31,160,000 annually and capital 
invested to the extent of $20,566,000, and 42 companies manu- 
facturing asphalt with an annual output of 1,000,487 tons 
valued at $44,610,000 and total capital of $126,000,000. There 
are 52 dealers in second-hand road machinery and hundreds 
of firms manufacturing cables, wire, rope, picks, shovels, 
oils, greases, gasoline, tar, pitch, culverts, bridges, explosives 
and other materials and’ appliances used in highway con- 
struction. 

It is one of the axioms of business’ that the past is an index 
to the future. Road building is largely in its infancy. 
Eighty-five per cent of American roads are yet to be surfaced. 
The automobile has..merged city and country and we have 
reached the point where advancement in production and 
trade hereafter will be more and more dependent upon the 
careful maintenance of existing highways and the rapid 
development of new ones. . 

The extent to which the farmer is adopting motor transport 
is indicated by some facts taken from the 1920 Census reports 
which show that 139,169 motor trucks are now being used on 
131,551 American farms. The corn belt states are the leading 
purchasers of trucks, but the demand everywhere is becoming 
increasingly heavy. There are now 2,146,512 passenger 
automobiles in use on 1,979,564 farms. Over 30 per cent of 
all our farmers now own cars and more than 2 per cent now 
use -trucks. Of the 6,448,366 farms in the United States, 
3,925,095, or 60.9 per cent, are now operated by their owners; 
68,525, or 1.1 per cent, by hired managers, and 2,454,746, or 
38.1 per cent, by tenants. In 1910, 62.1 per cent of American 
farms were operated by owners, 0.9 per cent by managers and 
37 per cent by tenants. In 1890 the tenantry comprised only 
28 per cent. 

American farmers have invested $2,000,000,000 in gas- 
propelled vehicles. Nearly 250,000 tractors are now being 
used on the farms. Pennsylvania farmers lead those of all 
other states in adopting the motor truck. Eight thousand 
seven hundred and sixty-one motor trucks are now in use 
on Pennsylvania farms. New York stands second with 8,636 
and Ohio third with 6,860. Pennsylvania farmers also own 
nearly 100,000 pleasure automobiles and 6,000 tractors. There 
are 202,000 farms in that state. 

A subject of great importance to the road-building industry 
and one that promises to engross its attention during the 
coming year, is that of extending the road-building season by 
letting contracts in the fall and winter months. Many states 
let most of their road contracts in the spring, with the result 
that by the time the contractor has assembled his machinery 
on the job, a part of the summer has passed and the con- 
struction season is greatly shortened. 

I do not believe that the states and municipalities will 
ultimately lose by reason of price fluctuations in letting con- 
tracts throughout the fall and winter. Except during the 
war period and the abnormal times that immediately followed, 
the price range of materials used in highway work is not 
very great over a six month’s period. Buying ahead is 
common in all business undertakings and there is no sound 
reason why public buying for public purposes should be in 
a different class. Furthermore, work that is let in the late 
fall or winter is generally contracted at a lower price than 
when bids are taken in the spring. 


Road Building Progress in Eastern Kentucky. 

Whitesburg, Ky., Jan. 6—[Special.]—Several through road- 
ways are scheduled for Eastern Kentucky this year. The lead- 
ing highway is the Mayo Trail to run from Ashland, Ky., via 
Louisa, Paintsville, Prestonsburg, Pikeville and other cities, 
to the Virginia border where connections are to be made with 
several roads penetrating practically every section of South- 
western Virginia. One of these, from Pikeville in Pike 
county is to be 26 miles long and will reach Williamson, W. 
Va., going into a rich coal field now under development in 
the Pond Creek section of the county. This Williamson 
connection will be the most important of the branch roads 
to reach out from the main line. Beaver Creek and John’s 
Creek out from Prestonsburg in Floyd County are also to get 
branch extensions, and connections with the main through- 
fare. These are expected to be under way by midsummer. 


Another roadway is to start from Lynch on the Cumber- 
land river, on the Harlan Co., Ky., border and cross through 
a section of the Big Black Mountains, enter Virginia pass 
through Appalachia, Big Stone Gap, Duffield, Intermont, 
Gate City and other cities, to Bristol, a distance, all told, 
of about 80 miles. A good roads meeting is scheduled for 
Jan. 20 to be held at Gate City, Va. It is said definite plans 
are to be made for the construction of the highway at this 
meeting. 

Local road building is to be pushed around Whitesburg, 
Letcher Co. having voted bonds to the amount of $400,000 for 
road work. The State Road Department has already pro- 
mised to expend several hundred thousand dollars on the 
roads of the county. Twenty six miles of highway is also 
being constructed between this city and Hindman, Knott 
County, an overland town having no railroads. 





Atlanta Street Paving Records Broken. 


Atlanta, Ga., January 7—I[Special.]—During 1921 a total 
of $1,191,975 was expended here for paving, including side- 
walks, curbs and street paving by the city and county. The 
total length of the projects exceeds 28 miles, and they in- 
volved the expenditure of $1,109,607, surpassing all previous 
records for the city. Indications are that the program for 
1922 will exceed the record for 1921. 

There were 15.95 miles of concrete pavement laid at a 
cost of $687,607; 2.17 miles of asphalt paving costing $136,- 
957; and .10 miles of water bound macadam costing $2017. 
The county paving projects cost $256,794. 





Gaston County To Expend $800,000 in Road Im- 
provements. 

Gastonia, N. C., Jan. 7—[Special.]—Contracts have been 
awarded the Simmons Construction Corp., Charlotte, N. C., 
and the Carolina Contracting Co., Chester, S. C., for road 
work in Gaston county, where a total of $800,000 will be 
expended in road improvements. D. L. Struthers, highway 
engineer, is in charge, and R. K. Davenpott is chairman of 
the board of commissioners. Additional contracts will be 
awarded on Jan. 31. 





Tampa Paving Program for. 1921 Large. 
Tampa, Fla., January 7—[Special.]—During last year up- 


*“ wards of 80,000 square yards of asphalt block pavement, 


568 square yards of vitrified brick, 3314 square yards of 
asphaltic concrete pavement, representing a total of 87,788 
square yards of new paving were laid here at an estimated 
cost of $303,800. The paving in 1921 was about double that 
of 1920. Contracts have been awarded for 25,000 square 
yards of paving not yet completed. 
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Building Highways for Service the Aim of Federal 
Aid Road Legislation.’ 


CHIEF OF NATIONAL ROAD BUREAU REVIEWS PROGRESS MADE AND OUTLINES PURPOSE 
OF RECENTLY ENACTED FEDERAL ROAD ACT. 
By Tuomas H. MacDonatp, Chief, Bureau of Public Roads. 


We comprehend now as we have not understood in the 
past, the influence exerted upon our national life by trans- 
portation. It is the factor we find now interposed between 
supply and demand, between the starving thousands and 
food supplies, between producer and consumer. It is the 
factor whose absence separates, and whose presence ties 
together communities, States, and the Nation as a wnhole. 
To supply adequate and increased transportation facilities 
is the motive which has influenced the American people to 
increase the number of motor vehicles in use since 1910 
more than 1800 per cent. To provide the complement of 
the motor vehicle, the improved highway, is the underlying 
reason why the larger funds have been made available from 
State and Federal sources. The proper combination of these 
two to serve a definite purpose in the nation’s economy— 
this is highway transportation in the making. 

More enlightening than any statistical quotation is the 
graphic picture of motor vehicle registration and highway 
funds. The widespread opposition to State programs of 
highway building during the years from 1910 to 1916 when 
motor vehicles were pyramiding at an unforeseen rate, the 
increased funds made available following the Federal Aid 
Act of 1916, the stagnation of actual expenditures during 
1917 and 1918, the competition of industry of 1919 for ma- 
terials, labor, and even more important, for rail transporta- 
tion—all these have played a major part in producing the 
wide difference between the improved highways demanded by 
9,300,000 motor vehicles and the actual new mileage con- 
structed. 

The record for 1920 and 1921 is better, but let each State 
highway department make plain to the people of its State 
that for less than three years of the past five since large 
funds became available, have conditions permitted highway 
construction on an increasing scale. The facts which are 
true of construction are true also of maintenance. 

The chartered figures of expenditures are not exact, yet 
such error as exists lies principally in those funds which 
are raised and used locally and which do not reach the 
principal highways or result in more than haphazard re- 
pairs of local roads. For the past several years, since every 
State has had a highway department, the figures are sub- 
stantially correct as to all funds which are a factor in 
this discussion. 

The conclusions are self-evident : 

1. During the period 1910-1921, the potential number of 
motor vehicles demanding highway service increased more 
than 1800 per cent; our actual expenditures for construction 
and maintenance increased about 400 per cent. 

2. During the period 1910-1918, motor vehicles increased 
more than 1100 per cent, highway expenditures about 140 
per cent. 

8. During the period 1918-1921, motor vehicles increased 
about 700 per cent, and highway expenditures about 260 
per cent of the 1910 figures. 

Those who are a part of these organizations have the good 
fortune to be engaged in their chosen field when the greatest 
development that can ever come is taking place. The first 
two or three years of something more than a decade of 
major road building have passed. What has gone before

has been largely preparatory—a period of organization. 
What will come after—perhaps ten, perhaps fifteen years 
later—must by then be largely standardized, largely routine. 
The highway organizations that come after will not have 
such opportunities to render good, or, equally true, bad ser- 
vice, or be able to progress so far in a limited time in ad- 
vancing highway engineering and administration, and in 
combining the motor vehicle and improved highways into 
scientific highway transportation. 

It is not possible to define for a definite period of time 
the exact progress made for the United States as a whole, 
for there is no fixed point common to all States. Yet, from 
the standpoint of highway service, I list our outstanding pro- 
gress for the past two years in this order: 

1. The increased highway service made possible through 
the establishment of proper methods and the expenditure of 
more adequate funds for maintenance. 

2. The increased highway service resulting from new 
construction. 

3. The adoption and enforcement of better engineering 
standards. 

4. The improvement in the administration of highways 
as a public utility. 

Although the new construction has been very large, the 
mileage of highways of all types that have been brought to a 
serviceable condition or restored after a period of inadequate 
repair, is still greater. The outstanding results secured trom 
the distribution of the large quantities of war surplus ma- 
terials and equipment are found in the better and more ex- 
tensive highway maintenance made possible. The Bureau 
estimates that by the end of the year war surplus to the 
amount of approximately $150,000,000 in value will have 
been distributed for use in highway improvement. 

Without the detail by states, as a national program the 
following shows the progress by years in placing new road 
work under way:

As a foundation for the consideration of future policies 
under the new legislation, the Secretary of Agriculture has 
authorized and requested me to express clearly and without 
reservation his position that in the formulation of the new 
rules and regulations required, and in the administration 
of the law, the Department will request the counsel of this 
Association through its proper committee. The Secretary 
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is greatly impressed with the possibilities and responsibiti- 
ties of the new Act, and the truly cooperative spirit which 
must underlie the functioning of both the State and Federal 
organizations to make the greatest and surest progress. 


The Act itself is remarkably comprehensive in defining 
and demanding a systematic plan, national in its extent, for 
future highway development. None of us have had, or are 
ever likely to have a more serious responsibility than the one 
imposed of selecting the Federal Aid system to be composed 
of the most important highways, articulating not only within 
the States, but with the systems of the contiguous States. 
Here is an opportunity to do a big, basic work, such as 
comes to few in the course of a life-time. The individual 
who fails to vision the importance of the task has nwo 
moral right to hold a _ position of authority in its 
performance. From a conception of highways as a purely 
local institution, a viewpoint we held for over a century 
of our national life, we progressed to an acceptance of 
their importance to the State. This attitude persisted 
for another quarter of a century, until, through the 
universal use of the motor vehicle, the transportation 
crisis of a great war, the repeated threats of extensive 
railroad tie-ups, and the results already secured with Federal 


conception is rather that a choice of highways shall be made 
which, regardless of the order of improvement, will eventu 
ally join into a well conceived network crossing both county 
and State boundaries. Thus, while the immediate needs of 
a State or a district may determine priority of constructiou 
each new link brings nearer the completion of the systen 
as a whole. 

In the same spirit that the United States by a courageous 
and generous policy has made possible definite progress i 
the limitation of armaments to be followed by a consequent 
decrease of national expenditures for potential destruction, 
it is my sincere belief that the highway organizations will 
make possible through mutual agreement the consummation 
of a splendid national system of highways. This comparison 
is not lightly made, for the program ahead involves hundreds 
of millions of dollars, but with this essential difference, tha 
this huge expenditure will be for a constructive, nation- 
building purpose. In the great agricultural districts where 
the major road development is still ahead, and where the 
connecting up of continuous routes will at the same time 
serve the local traffic equally with other projects, it is hoped 
that the States will recognize that duty imposed upon the 
Department, expressed in the language of the law, “Thr 





Aid, we have, in the short period of five years, 
visioned our more important highways extended 
and inter-connected to form a vast network, serving 
local, State and National traffic, only limited by 
the confines of the United States. This is the con- 
ception which has been written into the law, and 
which, because of the projected effect of that which 
is done now into the future, lifts the importance of 
this requirement, that is, the selection of the Fed- 
eral Aid system, above any other principle or duty 
therein announced. 

This work must not be hurriedly done, but be- 
cause of the unemployment situation urgently de- 
manding every possible relief that may be obtained 
through the highway program, projects will be ap- 
proved without delay for the building of roads 
which the States and the district engineers of the 
Bureau agree will lie upon the Federal Aid system. 
Each district engineer is fully informed as to the 
procedure for “interim” projects, which is so simpli- 
fied that if important projects are chosen in good 
faith there will be no delay in securing favorable 
action. 

The Department will do everything possible to 
expedite projects that can bring any relief froin the 
unemployment crisis now, or that will shorten the 
winter season of inactivity in road building in tr» 
Northern States. The revised regulations will not 
be issued until they have been considered in detail 
with the representatives of the Association. 

There can be no doubt as to the clear intent of 
the law to provide for a system of roads which 
shall include those which are now and which after 
improvement are to become the major traffic lines. 
The different states of improvement to which the 
States have progressed, and all the variations be 
tween them of topography, of population distribu- 
tion, of industries, of development of natural re- 
sources, must necessarily be reflected in the laying 
out of the system. These details must be worked 
out between the States themselves and between the 
States and the Bureau of Public Roads. Because 
of these wide variations, it is only possible to sug- 
gest some of the major considerations. We do not 
minimize the importance of the local traffic. To 
care for this class properly will, in general, always 
be the first objective of highway improvement. Our 
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Secretary of Agriculture shall give preference to such pro- 
jects as will expedite the completion of an adequate ani 
eonnected system of highways, inter-State in character.” 


In the eastern States, some of them with a large mileage 
of improved roads, it might appear that the selection of a 
system is not so important, yet it seems to me that it is 
here that our greatest traffic problems lie. 


The traffic lines are from town to town, ami in general 
follow through the most congested parts of population cen- 
ters. As some of the principles which we must properly work 
out, the following are suggested: 


1. The development of parallel lines to divide heavy 
traffic through thickly populated districts. 

2. The development of direct, short mileage routes, al- 
thouglt on these routes there may now be a less amount of 
improved roads than on routes now followed. 

38. The building of inner or outer belt lines around con- 
gested centers. 


4. The reconstruction of weak sections for heavy truck 


‘traffic. 


5. The widening of main routes near the largest cities or 
between cities where the distance is short enough to carry 
uniform traffic. 


6. Proper connections with the routes of adjoining States. 


Possibly there are- many questions as to the future sur- 
facing policies. The changes in types and specifications which 
will be sought from time to time by the Bureau will be 
based upon the more accurate knowledge which is being 
obtained rapidly through research and through the detailed 
studies of the behavior of modern designs under traffic. The 
requirement of the 18-foot surfacing is construed to mean 
that this is fixed as the minimum two-way road, where the 
construction is to be considered complete as first put down. 
This requirement will not preclude the building of a narrower 
pavement in those districts where the traffic does not yet 
justify the two-way width. I am yet to be convinced that 
we may not properly build now in many sparsely populated 
districts one-half of the final width of pavement in order to 
complete mileage between points, if all the other work is 
done to provide for the full width construction later. 


To insure maintenance, the strongest possible requirements 
have been written into the law. The Department may not 
slight its responsibility, and the attitude of the whole national 
administration demands the utmost fidelity in the continuous 
upkeep of the highways built. The position taken by the 
President in his published addresses is well known. His 
statements to the Executive Committee of this Assocciation. 
who counseled with him while the present legislation was 
under consideration, the statements of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in presenting the completed legislation to the Presi- 
dent for his signature, all leave no possible doubt as to 
the position which must be taken by the Bureau in enforcing 
the provisions as to maintenance. 


It is not necessary to touch upon all the points of the law. 
I have endeavored to accent the establishment of the system 
of Federal Aid roads as beyond all other principles, the most 
important written into this law. Of only slightly less im- 
portance is the requirement as to maintenance. While our 
thoughts may run to large construction programs, and the 
details of types and materials to be used, let it be remembered 
that we are providing highway service, and that the degree 
of service rendered is determined by the lay-out of the 
system, and by the condition in which every mile of road 
within that system is maintained constantly. 


The whole purpose of highway building is to make possible 
highway transportation, and the cost of the transportation 


must be reduced as low as possible. Therefore, restrictive 
legislation which limits too greatly the loads to be hauled on 
the highways should not be tolerated, as it is against a proper 
public policy. Legislation regulatory of the traffic on the 
highways should take into account that there are many 
factors which govern the traffic depreciation of our high- 
ways. Laws which blindly fix some minimum weight to be 
moved on the highways may prohibit the really profitable 
traffic and allow less economical and more destructive ve- 
hicles to operate practically unchecked. Both weight and 
speed are major factors in their destructive effects upon the 
highways, but the distribution of the load, the relation of 
the sprung and unsprung weights, the tire equipment—ali 
have an important effect. From the research of the past 
two or three years, and from the practical experience of 
the highway organizations, we are accumulating sufficient 
knowledge to engage understandingly on a determinatioi 
of the character of legislation which will result in a sound 
public policy. The solution of highway transportation lies 
in the proper adjustment, no less of the motor vehicle to 
the road than of the road to the motor vehicle. I hope to 
see no conflict develop between the States in the determination 
of traffic regulations. Such would destroy in a large measure 
the utility of a Federal Aid system of primary highways. 
Rather, because the system will for a long time be non-uni- 
form in its carrying capacity, much discretion should be a'- 
lowed the State highway departments in determining the 
loads which are to operate upon specific sections of high- 
ways, and further, much discretion should be allowed the 
departments in the making of seasonal restrictions where 
climatic conditions are such that there are periods when 
the roads normally fully capable for carrying heavy loads, 
are for a short time carried on uncertain subgrades. Here 
is an opportunity for the highway builder and the motor 
truck manufacturer to co-operate to serve the public’s 
interest. 

One other point is causing the public much concern. 
It is often stated that highways have gone to pieces and 
must be rebuilt. Engineers have been prompt to develop 
methods of improvement which are salvaging practically 
the full value that was originally invested in the high- 
ways. For example, some of the older macadam roads 
in New York State, lightly built, which are now heavy 
traffic lines, have been widened by concrete roadways on 
either side preserving the strip of macadam, say 6 feet 
wide in the center, thus giving a 24-foot usable surface 
by the addition of 18 feet of new construction. The re- 
mainder of the macadam width is scarified and the material 
spread to form a better base under the new construction. 
This is only one example of so many successful operations 
of like reconstruction that it may be taken as a principle that 
if roads are well maintained when traffic becomes so heavy 
that reconstruction is necessary, the major part of the in- 
vestment can be preserved and be built into the new highway 
as an integral part. It is my judgment that our heaviest 
traffic lines of the future will be developed in this manner 
for we must recognize the principle that at the present 
time the big task is to get a mileage of surfaces that can 
be maintained under the traffic. Perhaps the principle that 
we should remember is to do the fundamental work right. 
Road surfaces are built for use and we must expect them 
to wear out. The one thing that we must do is to furnish 
highway service, for this is an essential factor of highway 
transportation, and we must rely on highway transportation 
to pay the major portion of the costs of the whole construc- 
tion and maintenance program ahead. 
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Visualizing Economics in 


Terms of Transportation. 


By Wrinpsor T. Wuite, Chairman, National Motor Truck Committee, National Automobile Chamber of Commerce. 


Every day we witness the fact that history is constantly 
repeating itself; that there is, to use an old expression, noth- 
ing new under the sun. We are continually discarding old 
methods and adopting new ones. But through this process of 
elimination and adoption we are simply taking old materials 
and remoulding them into new shapes: hence, we often fool 
ourselves in believing that we have evolved something new; 
whereas, we are really reverting to an old discarded formula 
or method, applying it in a new manner. 

Take one example—the highway as a lane of commerce. 
Transportation over the highways is merely one of the ac- 
tivities which we have adopted from the past. Its foundation 
was laid in pre-historic times which lie beyond our power 
of penetration and whatever records that may have existed 
regarding it have been washed away by the hand of time. 
Highway building became an art under the Roman Empire; 
the Caesars recognized in her highways, dominating factors 
which assured her safety from aggression and which would 
lay the foundation for the extension of her influence and com- 
merce to all parts of the world. 

We should build, as Rome built, for permanence; for our 
highways have come back into their own. The gasoline en- 
gine is responsible for the appropriation by the Federal Gov- 
ernment of $75,000,000 for an immediate road building pro- 
gram; it is responsible for the large use of motor trucks and 
passenger automobiles that are in service today. Twelve hun- 
dred million tons of freight pass over the highways on an 
average yearly. 

In all parts of the South a vast tonnage is undoubtedly 
forwarded in less than carload lots for short-hauls to neigh- 
boring towns and cities. Upon invesigation it would probably 
be found that it is cheaper to ship such goods by motor trans- 
port. It is certain that were motor transportation employed 
in handling this class of goods the shipping cost would be 
lower and the transaction a door-to-door over-night delivery. 
It should be borne in mind that in shipping less than carload 
lots short distances, four to five handlings, cartage at both 
ends, and, in many cases, packing and boxing, are eliminated. 

In the opinion of E. E. LaSchum, General Superintend- 


ent of Motor Vehicle Equipment of the American Railway 
Express, “A motor truck increases the area in which business 
can be done in about the ratio of its daily mileage. The 
maximum daily horse mileage in heavy and medium heavy 
haulage are 20 and 24 miles respectively. The average is not 
more than half this, 12 and 14 miles. A motor truck can cover 
from 30 to 100 miles a day readily, although it is seldom as 
low as 30, and not often above 60; the average is below 40. The 
greater mileage of the motor truck may be used to give better 
and more frequent service within the area formerly served by 
horses. Or, it may be used partly to extend the area and 
partly to improve the frequency of delivery. Being mechan- 
ical, motor truck delivery is precise and accurate. It is not 
affected by weather or road conditions, as compared with 
horse service, which is seriously interfered with and some- 
times stopped by the snow and ice of winter and the excessive 
heat of midsummer.” 

“To the extent to which motor vehicles are likely to take 
over the short-hayl freight traffic the railroads will probably 
be immediately benefited financially, because short-haul. busi- 
ness is becoming increasingly unremunerative on account of 
the high proportion of terminal costs which it must sustain.” 
These prophetic words of Elisha Lee, Vice-President of the 
Pennsylvania System, crystallize in many respects the con- 
servative trend of thought. 

According to the United States Bureau of Crop Estimates 
134,400,000 tons of farm products are carried over the high- 
ways to the railways annualy, in addition to huge amounts 
of farm tonnage which goes in trucks direct between farm 
and market. Secretary Hoover’s Department of Commerce 
recognized this economic trend by recently declaring ‘that 
“the motor trnek has given every town an extended radius of 
food supplies by some 50 miles and thereby protects such 
vital matters as milk and perishables against the first shock.” 

Agricultural sections, as a general thing, are remotely situ- 
ated and usually a distance of from one to fifty miles from 
transportation facilities, which makes the operation «f the 
farm unprofitable. The farmer cannot find an outlet fur his 
products, and so does not work his farm to capacit; or is 





After an exhaustive series of experiments with horse-drawn and motor vehicles, the Bureau of Crop Estimates of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture discovered that the motor vehicle travelled 25 ver cent longer distance; made 183 per cent round trips and carried 
83 per cent more cotton at 37 per cent of the cost of wagon hauled cotton. ‘

allowing his crops to rot or is disposing of them in nearby 
small consuming markets. Under such conditions, he is 
not receiving the profit he should obtain for his efforts, and 
the consuming markets in the cities are being deprived of the 
tonnage which they would receive if these sections were pro- 
vided with swift transportation for moving crops from iso- 
lated agricultural areas. 

Rural motor express is greatly needed where such conditions 
exist. Its radius of operation is easily within a fifty-mile zone 
and, therefore, every farmer and consuming section in the 
South should encourage its organization and expansion. 

Various methods of transportation have been employed from 
time to time in the handling of our forest products. But in 
the last few years Southern lumbermen especially have dis- 
played a keeness for inquiry and observation that has resulted 
in -the development of many new devices intended to save 
both time and money for lumber producers. This, of course, 
has opened a wide field for motor transportation. 

Whether a lumberman, after disposing of his mules and 
horses, can operate a motor truck or fleet of motor trucks suc- 
cessfuly, depends of course, on the location of the standing 
timber he is cutting, the condition of the roads in the vicinity 
and the average length of the hauls. The relative distance 
of a tract of timber from established transportation almost 
always determines the type of equipment which could be used 
most profitably in bringing the logs to the shipping point. 

At present it is estimated that we have in the northwest 
where the timber is large and formerly considered too heavy 
for such conveyors, nearly 500 trucks and trailers hauling all 
sizes and lengths of material, successfully in.some places for 
distances of six or seven miles. It has been demonstrated 
that a five-ton truck with an 814-ton double bunk trailer, can 
make an average carrying of 4,000 feet per load. Many loads 
of 5000 and sometimes 6000 feet are transported on this 
equipment over good private roads, as officials are usually 
wisely exacting in the weight of loads hauled on publicly 
constructed rights of way. 

Every producer, regardless of how extensive his operations 
are, is confronted with the problem of keeping his sawmill 
busy. This means rapid, continuous transportation, for every 
hour wasted in moving raw material to the mill means a 
corresponding waste of dollars and cents when the mill is 
forced to close or when its operation is partly curtailed 
because of a shortage of logs. 

During the past two or three years mine haulage metheds

have also been undergoing a gradual change incident to the 
increased demands of commerce. Perhaps the most strik- 
ing illustration of this evolution is seen-in the introduction of 
the motor truck to overcome the handicaps to efficient and 
economic transportation caused by manual or animal labor. 
It is very obvious that the conveyance of such heavy articles 
as masses of ore requires the utmost mechanical power, 
as it is often a considerable distance from the mouth of 
the mine to the stamp mill, where the ore is reduced for com- 
mercial purposes by the action of chemicals. 

Particularly in the mining of coal has there been a tendency 
of late to motorize all of the processes of extraction and 
conveyance. There are about 4000 coal mines in this country 
at the present fime; approximately 2000 of these are without 
railroad connections. The latter may be roughly divided 
into shaft and lateral tunnel mines; in both cases it is neces- 
sary, as you fully appreciate, to haul the ore to the railroad 
spur for final distribution. Without doubt this is the most 
expensive operation connected with the production of these 
mines. For years it has been customary among this class of 
operators to use two-horse teams in this work. Obviously, 
this is quite an expensive method, as a man and team can 
only deliver from five to eight loads a day on the average 
haul. ; 

Recently one mine operator in the course of an interview 
made some vitally interesting comparisons to show the long- 
standing fallacy of this method over against motorized service. 
On a half-mile haul he stated that his two-ton truck loaded’ 
an average of seventy-seven tons in four and one-half hours: 
this was made possible in a measure by reason of excellent 
facilities for handling the coal at the pit, where the coal was 
loaded into the cars by means of a bucket conveyor. It 
would have been necessary to have gone to the expense of 
equipping three or four teams with specially designed dump 
bodies to have done the same amount of work. 

There is every reason to believe, therefore, that in the 
transportation of coal from the mouth of the mine there 
will be from now on a marked tendency to utilize power 
trucks. Just how extensive this movement will be may 
perhaps be gleamed from the fact that the products from 
approximately 3300 mines are being conveyed by motor 
trucks or wagons at the present time. 

It was President Harding who declared with ringing 
emphasis that one of the greatest economic problems of 
modern civilization, if not the greatest, was distribution 
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and that there could be no doubt as to the position of good 
roads in the solution of it. 

There is no way at present to estimate the total amount 
it costs the country to neglect its highways. A joint con- 
gressional committee on Federal Aid in the Construction of 
Post Roads declared recently that the United States is pay- 
ing the penalty of more than $504,000,000 each year in ex- 
cessive costs for transportation alone of agricultural products 
from farm to market on account of our neglect of highways. 

In the opinion of J. Odgen Armour of Chicago this is 
altogether too much waste and “we should contemplate this 
figure in connection with the high cost of living. There is 
no more serious problem before us today than the matter 


of reducing the cost of getting the products off the farm to 
the table of the consumer. One step, at least, in the solution 
is plain—better roads.” 

The world is just awakening to the manifold advantages 
of highway transportation in lowering distribution ¢osts 
Just recently Senator Charles E. Townsend, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads, acknow- 
ledged this trend in world thought by fittingly declaring that 
“there is no more reason why trucks should be taxed than 
freight cars separately because they are engaged in a business 
which is of the utmost importance. The trucks are in almost 
daily use. They are taking their place everywhere, and [| 
think their use ought to be encouraged.” 





Bringing the Back-Country Farms to the Improved 
Roads. 


[After all, the ultimate aim of the many millions being spent for roads is, or should be, to make the 
systems in each State and throughout the nation of the greatest possible service to the largest number 
of people. In discussing the fundamental importance of the “Local Market Road’ Mr. Shirley brings to 
the fore the needs of the farmer in the back country; for what benefit is the modern road to him if it 
means hauling through hub-deep mud to reach the improved road? Mr. Shirley handles this problem 
in an able manner. He speaks from years of experience and a close study of the basic requirements for 
a comprehensive and co-ordinated system of national, state and county roads that will successfully and 
economically meet the modern needs of transportation over the highways.—Editor Manufacturers Record. ]

Much progress has been made in the laying out and con- 
struction of the trunk line highway systems in the various 
states, and the passage of the recent Federal Aid Act by 
Congress practically guarantees the continuation of this 
work to a completion. Important as they are to the entire 
country, and the great amount of traffic that they will 
accomodate, their effciency and returns on the money in- 
vested will depend upon the condition of the secondary and 
the Local Market Road, and the ease with which the pro- 
duce from the farm can be carried to the main highway 
and the markets. Motor express lines are being estab- 
lished in all rural communities and the farmers are rapidly 
purchasing trucks to haul their produce to market. This 
is bringing a type of traffic to the Local Market Road, the 
weight and character of which is such that they are not 
capable of carrying, except possibly from six to eight 
months of the year. 

There are many places where trucks are being operated 
over earth roads at the present time, and which have been 
rutted to such a depth, that the differentials of the trucks 
are dragging to the middle of the roads to such an extent 
as to make a trench. When the trucks cannot push through 
under their own power, from four to six mules or horses 
are attached and they are dragged over these stretches t» 
the hard surfaced highway. The cost of moving traffic 
under such conditions is enormous, but the demand to have 
milk and other farm produce moved at this season of the 
year is just as insistent regardless of the cost, and it pre- 
sents a problem that must be solved sooner or later. 

In the opinion of the writer, it is impossible to keep an 
earth road in condition during long rainy spells, or the 
freezing and thawing periods so that it will carry at 
a reasonable cost motor traffic. But we find that practic- 
ally on every farm there is an automobile, and it will not 
be long before its companion, the truck, will be there also, 
and with the use of these vehicles over earth roads during 
the soft periods, it will not be long before the roads are 
impassable, the cost of transportation running to excessively 
high figures, and other methods of traffic will be made im- 
possible. 

Of the 2,500,000 miles of road in the United States, on!: 
a small percentage of them have been improved, being in 
the neighborhood of 250,000 miles, and it can be seen from 


this that the problem presents one of great magnitude 
yet it is one that all highway officials have to meet daily. 
A demand is being made form many sections that something 
be done for the roads of this character, that will put them 
in such condition as to be at least available for motor 
vehicles during all seasons of the year. To meet these 
conditions roads should be improved with a surfacing 
eapable of carrying the traffic throughout the year, if the 
service to be rendered will justify their construction ami 
upkeep. The problem therefore, brings itself down to a 
question of cost, and the relative amount of money that 
can be expended to meet a condition that must be met. 

It was the writer’s task some years ago to lay out 2 
railroad through a very rough and rugged country, and he 
was told by the owner of the road that it must be laid out 
and constructed with an idea of economy and low cost; 
that even though the operation costs might be higher than 
what they would be for a better class of construction, yet 
there must be kept in sight the fact that the railroad would 
first have to earn sufficient money to justify its construction 
and up-keep, and a meagre return on the investment in the 
first five to six years. 

It may seem at first blush that it was a step backwards. 
but if you will look into the construction of the railroads 
of the country, and their histories you will find that the 
main trunk lines of today were constructed in the first 
instance as single track roads with heavy grades and sharp 
eurves. They were put through with an idea of serv- 
ing the immediate decade needs rather than building them 
to carry the traffic of the remote future. The similarity 
of the highway .problem to the railroad situation is more 
clearly brought out each day. We have seen the main 
trunk highway run from a two track road up to a four 
track road, and it is now time to build the secondary and 
local market lines, so that these trunk highways will be 
most efficient, and render the people a service in keeping 
with their cost and up-keep. 

In any community where there is a, productive area 
with a sufficient tonnage of produce to justify the cost of 
transporting it to the main trunk highway or market, there 
should be constructed to this section at least a single track 
road, constructed in such a manner that when it has 
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earned its cost and up-keep, increased the product- 
iveness and wealth of the community served to such an 
extent that a second track is necessary, it can be added with 
the least amount of expense. In other words, build on2- 
half of the road at a time, placing less than half of the 
surfacing on one side, with turnouts at intervals, and when 
the road has earned an amount sufficient for its construction 
and up-keep, then the other half, making a two track high- 
way. These are the steps taken by our railroads, and they 
are the only feasible and logical steps that our highways 
must follow. 

We all recognize the undesirability of a single track 
railroad or highway, the difficulty of keeping trains and 
traffic moving, the elements of safety, and the many 
other disadvantages that it has, yet we know that in many 
places a single track railroad has been operated success- 
fully, where a double track would have been a financial 
failure. The single track road built up the community, 
brought more wealth to it, and finally produced a sufficient 
amount of revenue to build a second track when the traffic 
was such that it requires the service of an additional track. 
You will hear many objections raised to the single track 
road, and you will be told that it will cost as much as a 
double track highway, but in my experience in road building, 
which covers a period of 20 years, I have not found this to 
be the case. There is little difference in the cost per square 
yard in »-ilding a 10 foot road, and a 20 foot road; the 
grading for **th is just about the same, and the easy access 
for delivering material to the 10 foot road about compensates 
for the additional cost. Most of the work at the present 
time is let on the unit basis, and you pay for the amount of 
work accomplished, and the few cents added per square yard 
to the cost is but a pittance in comparison to the cost of the 
double track highway. Our country is wealthy, but regard- 
less of its great wealth, it is beyond its resources to build 


all the roads with a wide hard surface, yet the farmer must 
be provided a way on which he can carry his produce to 
the market, and to accomplish this it will be necessary to 
build many single track miles of highways, just as the 
railroads did in those communities in which the volume of 
agricultural and other products did not justify a double 
track railroad. 

In developing a road system, it is important that the trunk 
highways should be built of a character, type, and width to 
care for the traffic brought to them, but it should not be 
overlooked that it is much better to build a system of 
parallel roads than to build enormously wide boulevards 
giving benefit only to a _ restricted territory, whereas a 
number of parallel roads will build up many sections and 
enhance the property values to a greater extent. This 
problem is being rapidly solved, but the “Local Market Road” 
has not been given the consideration it deserves and demands. 
Some plan must be worked out for its improvement that 
will be feasible and economical. 

The insistent demand for road building in farming com- 
munities is being made, and some way to meet this demand 
must be found which will be in keeping with the benefits 
derived, and not place a too great financial burden. The 
single track highway built one side, in my judgment, will 
go further to meeting this situation in an economical and 
practical way than any other method. The motor car and 
truck are with us and on every farm there will soon be 
found these two vehicles of transportation, and it is im- 
perative that some plan be made so that they can be operated 
in the best and most economical way with easy access to all 
the markets, besides the comfort and recreation they will 
give to all users. Just as the little streamlets make up our 
mighty rivers, so will the single track “Local Market Road” 
make the main highways of greater service to all.

Contracts Awarded for Road and Bridge Work. 

Dallas, Texas, January 7—[Special.]—Contract has been 
awarded to Miller Construction Co., of Sioux City, Iowa, by 
the Dallas County Commissioners for building 12.5 miles of 
road from Dallas north to the county line. Andrew Jackson 
obtained the contract for the concrete bridge work. The 
completed road will involve an expenditure of approximately 

225,000. 

The Thurper Earthen Products Co. was awarded the 
contract for stone, also the Texas Stone Products Co. The 
price this year is about twenty cents per ton lower than the 
contract price last year for the same material. The road 
will be of water bound macadam., construction with a bitumin- 
ous surface. Dallas county labor will be used exclusively. 





Notes on Good Roads Construction. 

The El Paso Bithulithic Co., El Paso, Tex., has been 
awarded the contract for 5.5 mlies of road on the San 
Elizario-El Paso highway at a cost of approximately $150,000. 
Provision was made also for issuing $200,000 in county paper 
to care for the engineering and road work together with any 
incidental expenses resulting from building the road. 


Contracts have been awarded in Kentucky by the State 
Highway Commission for the following work: 7.5 miles of 
road in Boyd county, to Hunt-Forbes Construction Co., of 
Ashland, at $96,516; 2.3 miles of road in Meade county to 
J. 8. Walton, of Princeton, at $31,321; and surface treatment 


to Theo. Vogelsburg, of Louisville at $3207; 2.5 miles of 
McCracken county road’ to N. E. Stone, Madisonville, at 
$46,189. 


The Dunn Censtruction Co. of Birmingham and John 
Gerken of Pensacola have been awarded contracts for $100,- 
000 worth of paving at Jackson, Miss.- Work will commence 
on four stretches of paving in the near future, and plans are 
being made for carrying forward work on several new 
projects. 


Fred Bennett, Pine Bluff, Ark., has been awarded the 
contract for paving 36 blocks of street at a cost of $100,000. 


During last year 300 miles of Laurens County, S. C.. roads 
were rebuilt, according to J. D. Watts, county supervisor. 
Heavy traffic necessitated extensive repairs to roads and 
bridges throughout the county. 


Walter H. Tiylor, director of public works at Norfolk, 
Va. in his annual report shows an expenditure of $439,250 
for improvements to highways, bridges and sidewalks during 
1921.

Charleston, W. Va., January 7—I[Special.J—During last 
year a total of 104,006 square yards of paving, or 6.62 miles, 
was constructed here at a total cost of approximately $712,-

laid during the year. 
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South’s Great Highway Program for 1922. 


A survey of the reports which have been gathered from the State highway departments of sixteen 
Southern and Southwestern States shows that under their direction alone nearly $200,000,000 in funds are 
available for work to be done in 1922. These figures do not cover the work which the counties will do, and 
it is conservatively estimated that the county funds for highways will equally match the State funds, if 
not exceed them, so that it may be said that $400,000,000 will not overestimate the amount the South will 
have to spend in 1922 for highway inmprovements. 

A year ago it was thought that 1921 would see a great revival in road building. This did not reach 
the volume anticipated, however, largely because high way officials held large quantities of the work in abey- 
ance as the prices for labor and materials were considered too high. The opening of this year finds the 
situation quite changed, and not since the war period have conditions been as favorable for pushing road work 
with vigor as the outlook indicates for 1922. 

This conclusion is borne out by the very large way in which plans have been made for road building in 
the South. Every Southern State now has a thoroughly organized highway department, and each one has 
worked out a definite program for comprehensive state development, which means that the improvement 
being made each year will ultimately form a network of connected state highway systems. 

Federal Aid requirements have had a stimulating effect in bringing these things about, and it is 
gratifying to those who have been making the fight for so many years to see the States at last working along 
well defined and intelligent lines that are going to mean state highway systems in fact as well as in name. 

The reports from Southern State highway departments which follow, concisely but impressively evi- 
dence the great construction program which the South has laid out for 1922 and indicate the determination 
of this section to provide itself with modern facilities for adequate highway transportation.

ment of work accomplished and money spent by the counties. 
We are securing this information now from the counties, but 
will not have this information in for perhaps sixty days. 
The counties usually spend in all about $3,000,000 annually, 
most of which is for maintenance of roads and bridges. 

On January 30, an election will be held to ratify an amend- 
ment to our Constitution authorizing the issuance of $25,000,- 
000 in road bonds. Our original $25,000,000 bond issue was 
declared invalid by the Supreme Court. The original issue 
was ratified by a majority of eight to one and I feel sure 
that this issue will receive as large a majority.

Arkansas Achieving Splendid Results In Its Big Road 
Program. 
By R. C. Limerick, State Highway Engineer, Little Rock, 
Ark. 
The showing of the State of Arkansas in road progress is 
a very remarkable one, especially when it is considered that 
practically no work was done previous to 1917 As a matter 
of fact, the records of the Department show that on December 
1, 1920, only 615 miles of road had actually been completed. 
Our total for 1921 is 2246, giving a grand total of 2861 miles. 
The 2246 miles improved in 1921 were divided as follows: 
; Graded, 386 miles; gravel, 1350 miles; macadam, 160 miles; 
CATOMA CREEK CONCRETE BRIDGE 1280 FEET LONG, ALA. surface treated gravel, 13 miles; surface treated macadam, 
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22 miles; asphaltic macadam, 44 miles; asphaltic concrete, 
208 miles, and cement concrete, 63 miles. The amount ex- 
pended during the year was $22,000,000. 

During 1922 our plans provide for improving approximately 
1500 miles of highways, at an estimated cost of $12,000,000. 
It is estimated that all the work done to date, including both 
completed and uncompleted mileage, has cost approximately 
$50,000,000. The complete Arkansas highway plan provides 
for 5400 miles at a total estimated cost of $74,000,000.

Florida to Spend $5,000,000 on State Highways in 


1922. 
By Cuas. A. Browne, State Highway Engineer, Tallahassee, 
Fla. 


During the year 1921 the State Road Department has ex- 
pended approximately for construction $1,250,000, and for 
maintenance $350,000. 

Only a few miles of completed road can be accounted for, 
owing to the high prices of materials and freight as practical- 
ly all surfacing material has to be shipped into the state, and 
also that under the State law, practically all the State con- 
victs are turned over to the State Road Department and it 
has been more advantageous to use these men on grade and 
drainage work only, and to have the surface work done by 
contract. 

The year 1922 will begin with a letting in January of about 
one hundred miles of high type surface work over roads on 
which the grading and drainage structures are complete, to 
be followed later in the year with approximately seventyfive 
additional miles of surface work and some large bridges. 
The estimated amount of money available for the construc- 
tion of roads in Florida under the State Road Department 
for the year 1922 is approximately $5,000,000. 

In addition to the State road expenditures the counties in 
Florida are spending many millions annually in building 
county roads. 


Georgia Expends $16,000,000 for Construction of 
New Roads in 1921. 
By W. R. Neer, State Highway Engineer, Atlanta, Ga. 
The Georgia State Highway Department during the year 
1921 has completed 150 projects, 41 of which have been bridge 
projects and distributed to eighty-five of our 160 counties. 
These completed projects embrace the following mileage in 
addition to constructed bridges: 
185 miles of paved road. 


500 miles of sand clay or top soiled road. 
35 miles of graded road. 


There remained under construction January 1, 76 projects 
in 73 counties all of which are more than fifty per cent 
complete and will average about 80 or 85 per cent complete.

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struction have been completed. During the year 1921 we 
have completed more than 1,000 miles of road. 

One-seventh of the total expenditure for bridges in the 
United States in which Federal Aid funds participated has 
been expended in Georgia and we have spanned many of our 
large rivers and streams with permanent concrete bridges. 

About $16,000,000 was expended during the year on new 
construction ; $500,000 for maintenance. 

The maintenance work covered in addition to the main- 
tenance and construction projects approximately 200 miles 
of betterment of roads of the State system. During the 
coming season we expect to construct from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 worth of work and will maintain the entire State 
System of 5500 miles. We believe that prices which declined 
steadily during the year are lower than they will remain 
during the coming season. Bids have been submitted in some 
cases on very close figures sufficiently high to merely pay 
the expenses. Transportation has improved and we have 
had very little difficulty in obtaining the necessary materials. 
Wages are extremely low. 





1921 Louisiana’s Greatest Road Building Year, But 
1922 to Exceed It. 


By CHARLES CHAUCHON, Assistant Secretary, State Highway 
Department, New Orleans, La. 


The close of 1921 will find this department with more than 
800 miles of modern surfaced highway, completed, or under 
construction, and for that year, we show the completion of 
one of the most extensive highway building programs under- 
taken in any previous year. 

For the period January 1st to December 3ist, 1921, the 
department will have constructed and completed approxi- 
mately 300 miles of surfaced highways, including concrete

drainage structures, culverts and bridges, and in addition to 
this, there are now under actual construction, 500 miles of 
modern roadway. Roads recently advertised are not in- 
cluded in this estimate. 

When the program of the department is closed at the end 
of the current year, more miles of roadway, including bridges 
and culverts, will have been constructed by the department 
during the year, than in any previous twelve month period, 
and 128 miles more of highway than in any other year will 
have been completed. 

The highways latterly constructed, have cost around $18,- 
000 to $20,000 per mile, (included in this estimate are the 
eost of bridges and culverts), so we could say that the 300 
miles of completed highways have cost $6,000,000. 

Under a recent act of the Legislature of this State, there 
has been made available, for the period beginning January 1, 


1922, $2,500,000 derived from a State License and Gasoline 
Tax, to be expended exclusively on main line highways, and 
for the maintenance thereof ; this added to an appropriation of 
$996,898.64 from the Federal will this 
State, a fund heretofore unanticipated, and when you take 
into 1921 there was barely $250,000. 
State funds, it can be said with almost certainty that our

consideration, that in 
1922 program will equal, if not exceed, our activities in 1921. 


The bulk of the money with which we have been construct- 
ing roads in this State, has come from Parish (County) bond

issues, and through, allotments by the Federal Government. 
It is anticipated, that to the already increased revenues of 
the State Department, there wiil be added an equal, if not 
greater proportion of Parish funds than that available in 
1921, or we could safely figure on $8,000,000 for roads in 
this State in 1922. 


$3,000,000 Expended in Mississippi Last Year for 

Good Roads—Equal Amount Available for 1922.

The State Highway Department of Mississippi for the past 
five years has operated primarily in an advisory capacity in 
securing and disbursing the funds made available under the 
Federal Aid Act of 1916 and amendments thereto. 

The Constitution of the State prevents the issuing of State 
bonds for highways, since “full jurisdiction over Roads, Fer- 
ries and Bridges in the respective counties” is vested solely 
in the Board of Supervisors of each county. 

However, the counties are empowered to issue bonds and 
practically every county in the State has done so, a good many 
of them, in turn, applying through the Highway Department 
for Federal Aid. 

The allotment to Mississippi, exclusive of the Act 


| 


of Con- 
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gress approved November 9, 1921, was $4,951,542.27. Practi- 
cally all of this has been allotted by the State, and covered by 
Project Agreements, on 84 active projects, of which thirty- 
four have been completed. 

By December 31, 1921, the State will have received 
$2,500,000 of its allotment. 

The following tabulation gives a summary of the class of 
roads being built, together with the length of each type com- 
pleted during the year 1921, on which has been expended ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 since January 1, 1921:

In the above tabulation, the grading varies in width from 
20 feet, to 24 feet between shoulders, the later projects all 
being 24 foot crown. 

The gravel surfacing ranges from 12 feet to 16 feet in 
width, using the trench-method of laying. 

The higher types are all wider than 16 feet except about 
6 miles, which is being laid 9 feet wide with 3 foot gravel

shoulders on each side. Most of the concrete roads are 
being built 18 feet wide, 6 inches thick at edges and 8 inches 
at the center. 

Since the Highway Department has no jurisdiction over 
work which does not share in Federal Aid, there is no record 
of how many miles have been built by the Counties during 
the year, but it is estimated that this mileage is about the 
same as reported above for Federal Aid work. 

The allotment to Mississippi out of the appropriation ap- 
proved November 9, 1921, is approximately $1,300,000, and 
this together with a more than equal amount from the 
State, will give approximately $3,000,000 available for the 
year 1922.

Maryland Constructed 175 Miles of New Highways in 
1921—Bright Outlook for This Year.

The 1921 construction season was exceptionally good, 
inasmuch as railroad shipments were prompt, labor plentiful

and there was little rain to retard construction. As a result 
of this, Maryland constructed 175 miles of new highways, 
aggregating the expenditure of approximately $4,000,000 ; 104 
miles being concrete, 34 miles gravel, and the remainder 
consisting of macadam and sheet asphalt. $33,000 was the 
average cost per mile for concrete construction, and $10,000 
for gravel. The construction season closed this year with 
practically all contracts awarded during the year being 
completed, there being carried over into 1922 only 28 miles, 
most of which were gravel contracts in Southern Maryland. 

The December detour bulletin shows only two detours on 
the system—one in Cecil county and one in Wicomico county,

both of which are purely local.and therefore, the travelling 
public generally, will not be inconvenienced during the 
winter from this source. 

$1,600,000 was expended on the maintenance during the 
past season, $300,000 of which was spent on improving im- 
proved roads, by. widening with concrete shoulders and re- 
surfacing old macadam and concrete roads with sheet asphalt. 

The outlook for road building in Maryland for the year 
1922 particularly good. We anticipate a construction season 
equal in mileage to last year, and contingent upon State 
and Federal Legislation, Maryland will have (from all 
sources) approximately $5,000,000 to spend on construction 
and $1,800,000 for maintenance, 
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$90,000,000 Road Program for Missouri. 
By ALEXANDER W. GRAHAM, Chief Engineer, State Highway 
Department, Jefferson City, Mo. 

The record of highways built in Missouri during 1921 
shows approximately $14,000,000 worth of work under way, 
and highways to the value of $2,000,000 completed. The 
work under way includes 400 miles of hard surface road- 
way and 200 miles of additional grading. 

The estimate for 1922 indicates the final completion of all 
the above projects. The expenditure planned for 1922 is 
$15,000,000 for roadways to be built under the new law, 
which provides for a system embracing 7700 miles covering 
each of the 114 counties in the State. The bond issue of 
$60,000,000, plus available Federal funds, should give road 
improvements in Missouri in the next ten years approximately 
$90,000,000.

North Carolina To Improve 1000 Miles of Roads in 
1922. 

By H. K. WITHERSPOON, Engineer in Charge, Publications and 
Statistics, State Highway Commission, Raleigh, N. C. 
North Carolina has at the present time under actual con- 

struction or contracted for 591 miles of road of the topsoil, 

sandclay, or gravel type, costing $5,100,000; approximately 

300 miles of the various hard surface types costing $8,750,- 

000; bridge work costing approximately $400,000. 

During the year there has been completed approximately 
380 miles of the topsoil, sandclay, or gravel type costing in 
round figures $4,000,000; 85 miles of the various hard surface 
types which cost approximately $3,000,000; and bridge work 
costing approximately $250,000. 

These figures include both Federal Aid and State work 
but do not include work that is being dune by counties, of 
which we have no record. It is expected that during the 
coming year approximately 400 miles of paving work and 
600 miles of other types of roads will be let to contract. 


Oklahoma Planning for $12,000,000 Road Improve- 
ment Program This Year. 
By Ernest 8S. ALDERMAN, State Engineer, Department of 
Highways, Oklahoma City, Okla. 

County and township bond issues for road work in Okla- 
homa have been voted to date so that there will be available 
for expenditure in 1922 the sum of $3,995,000 and other bond 
issues are being considered or will soon be voted upon amount- 
ing to $6,475,000 to provide additional funds for expenditure 
in 1922. The county road construction fund (the major part 
of the State Highway Construction fund) will be slightly 
over $1,002,500 and the State Highway Construction fund 
provided by the 44, mile levy will exceed $395,800. The 
balance of county and state fund available for Federal Aid 
projects under construction or under agreement amounts to 
$3,710,300. The county road maintenance fund for 1922 will 
slightly exceed $1,002,500. This does not include any funds 
for work within incorporated cities. Of the total amount of 
Federal Aid alloted to date to Oklahoma $8,090,585.04 there 
has been collected in 1921 the sum of $2,330,416.90, and 
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previous to 1921 the sum of $60,098.75, and claims have been 
submitted for the additional amount of $305,786.68, leaving 
a balance of Federal Aid still unclaimed of $5,394,282.71 
available for 1922 and later. 

In the Federal Aid program 76 miles of gravel road have 
been completed in 1921, 54 miles of one course concrete road, 
and 18 miles of concrete base with topeka top; these figures 
do not include projects unter construction but not completed. 
The 1921 county reports are not yet available but the files 
show that the. counties have constructed 24 miles of gravel 
road, 6 miles of concrete road and 1.5 miles of concrete road 
with topeka top without state or federal aid. 

It is impossible to estimate the 1922 county program. The 
1922 Federal Aid Program in Oklahoma is as follows: 209 
miles of gravel road under contract to. be completed and 
143 miles to be let; 30 miles of concrete road to be completed 
and 26 miles to be let; 28 miles of concrete and topeka top 
road to be completed; and about 1 mile of brick road to be let. 

With the exception of the county road program mentioned 
of bridge work, the foregoing is a fairly accurate report on 
the status of road work and funds in Oklahoma. 


Texas Continuing Road Building On Enormous Scale. 


During the year 1921 there were completed in Texas 
approximately 1500 miles of highways. At the opening of 
the new year there are approximately 2400 miles of highways 
under construction and 1000 miles of additional projects 
approved but not as yet placed under construction. It is 
expected that all these unfinished projects will be completed 
during the year. A large volume of new work will be ap- 
proved and started in 1922. 

At the beginning of this year highway construction work, 
under the direction of the State Highway Department, was 
being carried on at a rate of about $2,000,000 expenditure 
each month. The total sum involved in the projects now 
under construction is approximately $27,000,000, with an 
additional $14,000,000 as the estimated cost for highways 
for which plans and specifications have been approved, 
or are pending. 

Most of the roads of Texas are constructed of gravel and 
macadam. The total number of this type built during 1921 
was 607, with 1265 miles under construction and 600 miles 
projected. During the past year about 150 miles of bitu- 
minous pavement were built, and there are now 415 miles 
of this type under construction and 256 miles projected. 
Last year witnessed an increase in the building of concrete 
highways in Texas, about 40 miles of this type having been 
completed, and there are 85 miles under construction and 
60 miles projected. The remainder of the highway mileage 
is of sand, clay and shell.

Tennessee Spending Millions for Highway Improve- 
ment.

The Tennessee Department of Highways has under con- 
struction approximately 500 miles of hard surfaced highways 
which will be built at an estimated cost of $12,000,000, on 
which we are receiving Federal Aid. These roads consist

of cement concrete, bituminous concrete, rock asphalt, bitu- 
minous macadam (penetration) and chert. 
Of the above construction 165 miles of surfacing were 


completed during the year 1921. The average percentage of 
completion of all Federal Aid contracts which we have under 
construction, including bridges and grading, is approximately 
50 per cent of the estimated contract. 

During the year of 1921, the State of Tennessee expended 
approximately $5,000,000 in Federal Aid highway construc- 
tion, and approximately $200,000 in State roads. 

The amounts expended by the counties of this State in 
strictly county highway construction and maintenance have 
not been tabulated, but will approximate $1,000,000. The 
amount devoted to State and County highway maintenance 
during the year 1921 was approximately $1,500,000.

Virginia Asking For Bond Issue That Will Increase 
Road Fund to $11,000,000 Annually.

We have just prepared our bi-annual report which contains 
the following: 

During the past two years we have let to contract on the 
State Highway System 796 miles, of which we have completed 
345 miles. We have resurfaced on the State System 264 
miles. On the County, or secondary highways, we have 
completed 565 miles and resurfaced 58 miles. We have ex- 
pended for new work on the State System $6,394,789.64. On 
the County Systems for new work we have expended §2,- 
839,112.92. For resurfacing on the State System we have 
expended $1,137,661.48, and on County Systems $109,126.70. 


For bridge work on both State and County Systems $374,- 
379.00. 

We have under maintenance on the State Highway System 
1985 miles of road which for the two year period has cost 
$2,134,750.98.

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Large Refinery and Rolling Mill at Huntington Now 
60 Per Cent Complete—Operations to Begin in 
Spring. 

Huntington, W. Va., December 31—[Special.]—Work is pro- 
ceeding according to schedule on the big refinery and rolling 
mill under construction here for the International Nickle Co., 
with offices at 67 Wall St., New York. The plant is now 
approximately 60 per cent complete and indications are that 
in the spring it will be ready for operations, 

The principal buildings included in the layout are a ware- 
house, merchant mill, hammer shop, sheet mill, chipping 
building and refinery. These buildings are all of fabricated 
steel construction, on concrete foundations covered with 
corrugated roofing and siding. The group covers a ground 
area of approximately 280,000 square feet, and about 3,500 
tons of steel entered into their construction. The buildings 
have been painted battleship gray. Before erection the ma- 
terial was given a shop coat of brown nocora, a product of 
the Industrial Paint Company. 

The warehouse is 120 by 400 feet, and from the outside ap- 
pears to consist of but a single aisle, spanned by a 120-ft. 
truss. It has, however, two aisles, each 60 feet wide, with a 
crane runway in each. The clear distance to the trusses 
is 25 feet. 

The merchant mill is 210 feet wide and divided into two 
aisles each 80 feet wide, and another 50-ft. aisle. One 80-ft. 
aisle is 500 feet long;-the other 425 feet, while the 50-ft. 
side aisle is 375 feet long. The clear space between the 
ground and the bottom of the trusses is 35 feet in the 80-ft. 
aisles, and 25 feet in the side aisle. Bach has a craneway in 
it—10 ton ecranes operating in the main aisles and 5 ton 
cranes in the side. 

The hammer shop is 80 by 300-ft. It consists of a single 
aisle with a clear height to the trusses of 45 feet, with pro- 
visions for a 10 ton craneway. 

The sheet mill is 120 by 600 feet, with two aisles. In the 
main one, which is 80 feet wide, there is a runway for two 
80 ton cranes, and the height in the clear is 35 feet. In the 
other aisle which is slightly more than 40 feet wide the clear 
distance is 25 feet. 

The chipping building is 60 by 175 feet, in two parts with a 
five ton crane way in each. The clear distance is 24 feet. 

The refinery, which is 93 by 200 feet, has a main aisle 78 
feet wide and a lean-to approximately 15 feet wide. The 
clear distance in the main unit is 41 feet, and a runway is 
provided for the two 15-ton cranes, 

McClintic-Marshall Co., of Pittsburgh, Pa., furnished and 
erected for the International Nickel Co., six of the main build- 
ings, involving the use of 3500 tons of fabricated steel, in ad- 
dition to the corrugated roofing and siding.

Capacity of Galveston Grain Elevator to Be Increased 
to 2,000,000 Bushels. 

Galveston, Tex., Jan. 7—[Special.]—The Galveston Wharf 
Co. will begin immediately the construction of 40 reinforced 
concrete storage bins in connection with elevator B, according 
to an announcement just made by John Sealy, president. 
This will give an additional capacity of over 1,450,000 
bushels, which will bring the total capacity to approximately 
2,000,000 bushels. 

The bins will be erected on piles driven forty feet into 
the ground. There will be 40 circular bins,, each with 
a capacity of 32,000 bushels and 20 inter spaces of 
about 8000 bushels capacity each. The present conveyor 
will be moved to make way for the new construction. Grain 
will be unloaded by the same system now employed. Three 
underground tunnels for handling the conveyor systems will 
be built each with a capacity of 10,000 bushels an hour over 
a 30-inch belt.

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GREAT SOUTHERN STEEL COMPANY PLANS Bond Issues Demonstrate Activity in Public Work 


$10,000,000 Initial Investment Proposed for De- 


velopment of New Alabama Enterprise. 


Chicago, January 9—[Special.]—Ten million dollars is the 
initial investment to be made by the Great Southern Steel 
Company in the development of this new Alabama enterprise. 
Two furnaces will be built in the near future as the nucleus 
of the new plant. Each of'the two mills will have a capacity 
of two hundred tons. 

This is the plan for the immediate future, according to 
the information attained here. Additions are proposed :is 
rapidly as conditions permit, with the idea of ultimate vast 
expansion and high production figures. 

The acreage purchased by the Great Southern Steel Con- 
pany has been variously reported at from 50,000 to 150,009 
acres. Actually 101,000 acres have been acquired, and no 
additional acreage is under negotiation or in contemplation 
at this time. 

The company is capitalized at $105,000,000. Men of high- 
est standing in the business world are behind the company. 
The board of directors will not be completed for perhaps a 
month or more, and until that time no announcement in detail 
of the company’s future policy will be given out. 

One member of the board of directors is P. M. Starnes of 
Chicago, a timber man and a man of considerable means. 
His career has been one of business success. Another director 
is Judge H. W. Seaman also of Chicago, and likewise of high 
standing in the industrial world. J. S. Stearns, lumberman, 
with plants in Ludington, Mich., and well known in the 
central West, has tentatively taken a place upon the board 
of directors, but with the right to withdraw if other pressing 
matters make it inadvisable for him to serve in this capacity.

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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


Steel Production Unexpectedly Steady. 
Pittsburgh, Pa., January 7—[Special.]—On the whole, the 
steel mills are operating at a better rate than was to be 
prognosticated from the reports given out in December. 
There was very little closing of mills over the holidays, an¢ 
in general the rate of mill production is as heavy as the 





average of the last three months of the old year, this being 
represented by steel ingot production at the rate of about 
23,000,000 tons a year. 

It appears now that a _ rate’ of production of 
20,000,000 to 25,000,000 tons a year represents the irreduce- 
able minimum, to enable the country to carry on at all. 
Last summer's steel producticn declined to a rate of 11,000.- 
000 tons, but it is seen now that the country was then run- 
ning largely on stocks acccumulated in 1920 and the early 
part of 1921. 

Steel production in January is likely to average about the 
same as in the past three months, while February and 


ingot 


March are likely to show progressive increases. The first 
improvement in demand over the rate recently obtaining is 
likely to come from jobbers and manufacturing consumers 
restoring their stocks part way to normal, say to between 
5O)06and 75 per cent of the average. Last year there was 
a drastic liquidation of stocks, and the distributors and manu- 
facturing consumers are now practically bare of material. 
A very moderate stocking up process would bring the steel 
industry quite a volume of business for a time. It is not 
guesswork to predict that there will be some replenishment 
of stocks in the next three months, since the fact is that 
some distributors have already begun to do this, even placing 
shipping orders with mills in December, with the proviso 
that no shipment be made until after the inventory date. 

The American Steel & Wire Company has reduced its price 
on cold rolled strip from $3.75 to $3.50, effective at tne 
beginning of this week, the action being taken as a result 
of continued shading of the old price by independents. Apart 
from this change in a minor product, there has been no 
change in finished steel prices in the past fortnight. This 
in itself indicates a degree of stability in the market, but 
still more important, as indicating that prices are relatively 
stable is the fact that concessions possible on large orders, 
from going prices for ordinary orders, are much smaller than 
formerly. The mills now have definite ideas of the lowest 
prices at which they will sell, whereas last August ther 
were willing to cut the going price almost an _ indefinite 
amount to secure a large order. In bars, shapes and plates 
a very large order would go at almost as low a price last 
August as at present, whereas the openly quoted prices, on 
single carloads, were much higher than now. 

The finished steel market is now quotable as follows: 
Bars, shapes and plates, $1.50; hoops, bands and hot rolled 
strip, $2.00; standard steel pipe, 71 per cent basing discount ; 
plain wire, $2.25; wire nails, $2.50; black sheets, $3.00; gal- 
vanized sheets, $4.00; tin plate, $4.75; cold rolled strip, 
$3.50. Prices named are per pound except in the case 
of nails and tin plate, which are per keg and box respectively. 

Basic pig iron is now regarded as quotable at $18.25, valley, 
instead of $19, on the basis of a sale recently made by a 
steel works interest. Bessemer remains nominal at $20, 
valley, foundry iron being $19.50 to $20, valley. 

Connellsville furnace coke contracts for the present quarter 
are now practically all closed, prices having ranged from 
$3.25 to $3.50. 





Better Outlook at Birmingham. 
Birmingham, Ala., January 9—[Special.]—A little more 
buoyancy is noted among the iron and steel men of the 
Birmingham district as the market conditions of the present 


and future prospects are discussed and while there is only a 
little spot business in pig iron being transacted, there is 
hope that within a short while the business will @xpand. 
Spot iron, in small lots, is commanding $16.50 per ton, No. 
2 foundry, while business for future delivery is being held 
at $17.00 and even more per ton. Production is steady with 
seven blast furnaces on foundry iron, three on basic and 
two on charcoal irons. Some few inquiries have been received 
for pig iron for delivery during the first quarter of the year 
recently and one or two for the first half, but the producers 
are pot inclined to make the concession asked for on the 
ground that there is but little difference in cost and selling 
prices. 

The melt of pig iron is taking on some strength again as 
the new year is making progress. From Gadsden comes a 
report that two of the prominent soil pipe plants there are 
operating to full capacity and shipping as quickly as the 
product is turned out. <A report from Anniston is to the 
effect that there is partial operation in many of the soil 
pipe plants there and expectations are that further business 
will come in before long. Bessemer soil pipe plants are 
beginuing to resume operations while the cast iron pipe 
plants of the district are melting some metal and are in 
high hopes that it will not be long before there will be 
need for increasing the production. The United States Cast 
Iron Pipe and Founcry Company has started up 25 of its 
bee-hive coke ovens at Bessemer and will shortly light 25 
more and a little later put the remaining 50 in operation. 
This would indicate there is need for coke and that plans 
are in mind for operation at all pits. 

The new plant of the McWane Cast Iron Pipe Company, 
manufacturing the MecWane patented cast iron pipe joint, 
a two-inch pressure pipe, which started up on January » 
operating to 50 per cent capacities on the start with con- 
siderable business in hand and more in sight, Mr. McWane's 
trip to Honolulu being a profitable one. Building activities 
throughout the country are beginning to be heard from and 
a large quantity of soil pipe and fittings promises to be in 
demand this year. Cast iron pipe needs also promise to be 
in quantity and this industry will ship a greater quantity 
this year than last. The larger machine shops and foundries 
are yet without business but an expression of hope for a 
number of healthy contracts before long is to be heard. 

Steel mill operations in this district are already back to 
the pace reported during the first of December. The Gulf 
States Steel Company, independent, is operating about 70 
per cent capacity. As soon as the surplus basic iron begins 
to show signs of melting, the blast furnace of the Company 
at Alabama City, near Gadsden, will be started. The Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company and American Steel 
& Wire Company, subsidiaries of the Steel Corporation, 
have orders in hand to warrant operations at a greater 
pace than 55 and 60 per cent, the plant of the American 
Steel & Wire Company somewhat better than that. The 
United States Steel Products Company, the export subsidiary 
of the Steel Corporation, recently confirmed reports of an- 
other Japanese order for steel rail to the amount of 13,000 
tons to be produced at the plant of the Tennessee Coal, Tron 
& Railroad Company in Birmingham. 

Valuations of properties of the Republic Tron & Steel Com- 
pany, one of the several iron and steel corporations of the 
country to be in the new merger now under consideration ia 
the North, have been made in the Birmingham district and 
the compilation is ready for presentation to the committee 
working on the plans of merger. It is almost a certainty 
that the merger will go through about April of this vear. 
No doubt is expressed that inasmuch as geographical posi- 
tion will be given attention by the new steel corporation, 
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second in size to the United States Steel, that the Southern 
territory will receive some attention and for that reason a 
steel plant will be built in the Birmingham district, the 
Republic Company having sufficient property here to furnish 
raw material for such an industry. 

Plans are being made for the national convention of the 
American Chemical society in Birmingham April 4-7. The 
Alabama section of the society will meet January 14 and 
committees will be named to work up arrangements for the 
national organization. 

The coal mining business is still slow in the Birmingham 
district. Authentic figures as to the production in 1921 in 
Alabama are a little in excess of 12,000,000 against 17,391,437 
tons in 1920. Effort is being made to increase the bunker 
and shipping fuel business and the government will be 
asked to rush construction of a coal loading device at 
Tuscaloosa for the Warrior river barge lines. 

There is a little improvement in the coke trade, though 
not of any great proportions. Foundries are buying in 
small quantities and frequently and the independent coke 
producers state that they are enjoying a little better patron- 
age. Coke prices are still weak, foundry coke being quoted 
at $5.50 per ton, furnace coke at least $1 under that. The 
pitch coke is holding up to $8 and $8.50 per ton. Resumption 
of foundries manufacturing soil, cast iron pipe and other 
iron products is bringing about a little better feeling in 
the coke trade. By-product coke production ‘shows no re- 
ductions and all plants are watching furnace and other 
needs for coke.

Public Service Companies to Be Rehabilitated. 

Plans for the organization of the National Power & Light 
Co., under New Jersey laws, to take over properties in the 
South now controlled by the American Cities Company have 
been announced in New York and, it is stated, provide for 
the rehabiliation of the Birmingham Railway Light & Power 
Co., Houston Lighting and Power Co., Knoxville Railway 
& Light Co., Little Rock Railway & Electric Co..and Memphis 
Street Railway Co. The New Orleans Railway & Light Co., 
which is in a receivership, will be reorganized separately, 
it is said, under the direction of the Chase National Bank 
of New York. The Birmingham and Memphis companies are 
also in receiverships. 

The committee representing the 5 and 6 per cent collateral 
trust bonds of the American Cities Co., decided a year ago, 
it is stated, that their best interests required the disposal 
of the New Orleans company and a concentration of effort on 
the other companies. 

The National Power & Light Co. will have common and 
preferred stocks, the common shares to be without par value 
and the latter to be limited to dividends of $7 per share per 
annum, cumulative but redeemable at 110 per share. There 
will also be an issue of 50 years, 7 per “ent income bonds. 
There are lengthy details as to the terms of exchange of 
old for new securities. If the plan is adopted the new 
company will control properties serving a total of 757,000 
population. 


Cars and Rails Ordered. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Co. will. soon order 20 more 
all-steel dining cars of the largest dimensions, with equipment 
and construction of the most modern type. This will permit 
the retirement from service of all remaining wooden dining 
cars on the system. The new cars are expected to be in use 
by spring. 

Rail orders by the Pennsylvania Railroad for 1922 de- 
livery total 80,000 tons distributed as follows: Carnegie 
Steel Co., 40,000 tons, Bethlehem Steel Co., 18,000 tons: 
Cambria Steel Co., 18,000 tons; Lackawanna Steel Co., 4,000 
tons. Practically all of them will be of the heaviest section. 
viz. 180 pounds per yard. It is noted that the Pennsylvania 
carries into 1922, in addition to these orders, 74,000 tons of 
rail in unfilled orders and stock on hand. About 150,000 tons 
of rails were laid during 1921. 

The freight equipment orders of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quiney Railroad Co., recently given aggregate 7300 units as 
follows: 500 stock cars, 1300 refrigerator cars,..2500 box 
cars and 3000 composite coal cars. All approved. improve- 
ments will be included in their construction. Plaeed end to 
end, it is stated by the company, these cars would make 
a train 59 miles long.

New Orleans, La., December 31—[Special.]—The slump in 
buying of Southern pine lumber that was anticipated during 
the past few weeks did not appear and sales have steadily 
although slowly increased since the sharp decline during 
November and early in December. For the week ended 
December 23 ‘reports from 115 mills indicate total sales of 
2461 cars containing 52,537,428 feet, or an average per mill 
of 456,847 feet, compared with the record for the preceding 
week amounting to 435,731 feet per mill. Shipments for the 
week were 2668 cars of 56,956,464 feet, or an average of 
495,274 feet, compared with the average of 526,253 feet for 
the week of December 16. Production dropped to 62,077,685 
feet, giving an average of 669,058 feet per mill.

The decrease in “orders on hand” during the week amounted

Upward Trend Indicated in Brick Industry. 

The monthly digest of conditions in the common brick 
industry as reported by the Common Brick Manufacturers 
Association of America gives many interesting comparisons 
with conditions prevailing a year ago which show definitely 
that the industry is on the upward path. 

In part the digest for conditions as of December 1, says: 


“All the tendencies in the industry, which became apparent 
and were commented upon three months ago, are running true 
to form. There is nothing in the current report to suggest 
a revision of the prophecy then made, that the brick in- 
dustry is on the upward path. 

“The improvement in the situation is really marked when 
compared with a year ago. Today the proportion of orders 
on the books to stock on hand is 68.9 per cent. On January 
Ist, 1921 it was 41.5 per cent. In proportion to the number 
of firms reporting, the stock on hand is approximately the 
same as it was 12 months ago, a difference in the relation of 
the two items resulting from a much greater volume of busi- 
ness on the books. The outlook for the brick manufacturer 
is in every way more favorable than it was a year ago. 

“The price of brick per thousand at the plant a year ago 
ranged from $14 to $28, while today the range is from $10 
to $20, the higher price at this time applying only to the high- 
grade brick made in New England, which are commonly used 
for facing purposes. The composite price today is $13.47. 
which is about 50 per cent lower than the composite of 
a year ago. The price is more stable and better equalized 
throughout the country. 

“The industry has for three months experienced a slight 
improvement in demand, which shows no sign of slumping 
and which promises at the resumption of building in the 
Spring to approach a point nearer normal than has been at- 
tained at any time during the year 1921. It is believed that 
there are two elements responsible for the improved con_ 
dition in the industry. The general betterment of industrial 
and financial conditions should be mentioned first. But al- 
most equally influential is the educational work being con- 
ducted by the brick industry through its two national Asso- 
ciations. The American Face Brick Association and the 
Common Brick Manufacturers Association. Large sums 
of money have been spent by these two Associations, working 
independently, although ir harmony, to give to the building 
public a better understanding of the beauty, durability and 
economy of brickwork. The publications and advertising 
in scores of national journals; the circulation of hundreds 
and thousands of books and pamphlets on the subject of 
brick, and the investigation of the market and of the 
material itself, cannot fail to stimulate the demand. 

“In all the centuries that brick has been the prevailing 
building material throughout the world, the past two years 
have witnessed the first attempt of the manufacturers to 
tell their story to the public in a broad*way. The misconcep- 
tion that brick is more expensive than less enduring materials 


is gradually being worn away by educational advertising. 
Facts are being substituted for guesswork, and to a greater 
degree than ever before in this country brick is being used 
in house construction, while holding its own in the construc- 
tion of industrial, commercial and institutional buildings. 

“For the first time reliable data upon the strength and fire 
resistance of brickwork is being built up for engineering use. 
A nation wide effort is also being made to correct building 
codes in the cities where an excess amount of brick has been 
required, due to the lack of engineering knowledge of the ma- 
terial. While this results in the reduction of wall thickness 
and reduces the amount of brick required in any specific job. 
it on the whole widens the field in which brick may be used 
by lowering the cost of brickwork. This effort toward con- 
servation of materials and lowering of construction cost, so 
far as brick is concerned, originated with the industry and is 
vigorously prosecuted by it. 

“The brick industry truly may feel at the beginning of the 
new year that its house is in better order in many respects 
than it has ever been before. Greater enterprise and mer- 
chandising sense on the part of the manufacturers, exempli- 
fied by the national and local advertising, in putting the brick 
industry in the ranks with other leading basic commodities 
which for years have recognized the value of publicity. 

“The industry goes into the new year with an exceedingly 
small stock of brick on hand. In many sections the climatic 
conditions are closing the plants, so that little addition to the 
stock will be made until the resumption of activities in the 
Spring. It is believed that few manufacturers will feel any 
hesitancy in making plans for opening their plants as early 
in the new year as possible. 

“A year ago the manufacturer faced a question mark, while 
now he faces a certain fair demand. No one is looking for 
a stampede, but all are hopeful that the improvement shown 
in the past quarter will continue through the new year with 
a slightly increasing ratio. 

“During the past month 101 plants produced 74,500,000 brick, 
and moved from the yard 60,500,000 brick.”

Big Lumber Shipments From Beaumont in 1921. 

Beaumont, Texas, January 7—[Special.]—More than 55,- 
000,000 feet of lumber, timber and railroad ties from forests 
of Texas and Louisiana left this port during 1921. With 
the exception of oil, lumber exports exceeded all others. 
The Long-Bell Lumber Co., the Standard Export Lumber Co. 
and the Kirby Lumber Co. figured prominently in the ship- 
ments. 

Upwards of 30,000,000 feet of lumber was exported to 
United Kingdom ports and to Europe for building purposes. 
Except for a few small shipments to the West Indies the 
lumber went to Mexico. One shipment of 570,000 feet of 
cross ties was for use in railroad building by the Mexican 
government.
